MU^ITAItY  A.f  O  rOl-lTICAM.. 

A  Wa-^iiin-gton  correspondent  of  tlic 
Philadelphia  North  American  says,  with 
regard  to  the  removal  of  Gen.  McClellan, 
it  IS  asserted  bv  the  friends  of  the  Presi- 
dent that  he  was  the  last  man  to  consent 
to  the  same ;  that  it  was  recommended  at 
first  by  Gen.  Halleck,  and  agreed  to  by 
at  least  five  members  of  the  Cabinet,  and 
iinallv  by  Mr.  Lincoln.  It  would  be  idle 
to  say  that  the  removal  caused  no  disap- 
pointment among  his  friends  .and  .a  con- 
sidor.ablo  portion  of  his  army,  but  thedis- 
api)ointinent  is  believed  to  have  been  for- 
.rotten,  and  no  untoward  result  is  antici- 
pated. 

The  Washington  Star  of  Saturday  ex- 
plains the  arrest  of  two  members  of  Gen. 
McClellan's  staff',  at  Trenton,  by  stating 
that  they  are  not  members  of  his  personal 
stair,  and  conse<iuently  had  no  right  to 
leave  their  places  in  the  army  to  accom- 
pany Gen.  McClellan  to  Trenton.  There 
IS  a  further  explanation,  however,  from 
our  own  corresj)ondent,  which  shows  that 
the  officers  were  guilty  of  using  improper 
language. 

Shortly  after  Capt,  Dahlgren's  men 
entered  Fredericksburg  last  Sunday  it  was 
discovered  that  there  is  an  establishment 
there  actively  engaged  in  manufacturing 
(•loth  for  the  rebel  army.  Although  two 
w.agon  loads  of  tlie  manufactured  material 
wei-c  destroyed  iiy  our  men,  they  had  too 
much  to  occupy  their  thne,  or  they  would 
have  stopped  the  operations  of  the  con- 
cern. 

The  Sullivan  County  Jiepiibliran,  gives 
an  example  of  the  extent  to  which  the  Ke- 
publican'youiig  men  of  tliis  State  enlisted 
in  our  volunteer  army,  leaving  the  Demo- 
crats at  home  to  vote  in  the  elections.  In 
one  school  district — the  district  No.  10, 
in  the  township  of  Sugarloaf— a  district 
about  a  mile  and  a  iialf  scpiare,  twenty- 
nine  young  men  became  volunteer  sold- 
iers, all  of  them  llepublieans  but  one. — 
N.  Y.  Fost. 

The  Chicago  Post  is  going  to  have  the 
rebellion  put  down  and  the  war  ended  by 
the  1st  of  July,  18G3.  Such  a  desTable 
result  will  doubtless  be  arrived  at  either 
as  soon  as  that,  or  some  lime  thereafter. 


More  IiMliau  'Troublea. 

Froni  the  Missouri  Deuiocmi,  17th. 

The  Florence  has  .arrived  from   Sioux 
City,  bringing  a  large   ifreight  and  many 
passengers,  among  thein  Capt.T.C.  Wil- 
lard  and  others  of  the   American  Express 
and   Mining  Company,  who  .are  from  the 
gold  mines  of  Deer  Lodge,  W.  T.     This 
party,  eighteen  in  numbi^r,  had  a  desper- 
ate fight  with  about  3(.»<)  Indians  of  the 
Sioux  tribes  near  Fort  liethold,  on  their 
w.ay  down  in  a  Maekin  iw.      They  were 
fired  upon  by  the  s.avaoes  when  near  the 
camp,  and   were   followed   by   the  band 
some  twenty-five  miles,  the  battle  lasting 
seven  hours.    The  eighteen  brave   moun- 
taineers   escaped,    losingjnone    of    their 
men  ;  but  two  only  wer^J  wounded — they 
killing  a   number  of  Indians,  wounding 
many.     Their  bravery  is  unprecedented 
in  the  history  of  Indian  warfare.      Other 
parties  passing  before  them  were  molest- 
ed and   robbed   of  everything  they   had. 
This  party  thought  ratlier  than  submit  to 
their  cominands  and  be  left  on  the  bank 
to  starve  .and  freeze  at  this  season  of  the 
year,    would    "  fight,    conquer  or  die." 
They  won  the  battle  honorable  and  arriv- 
ed at  Sioux  City  in  time  to  take  the  steaui- 
er  i^lorence.

The  Government  has  determined  th.at 
the  commissioned  officers  now  absent  from 
their  commands,  who  number,  it  is  said, 
between  l,10<)and  l,-'0O,  shall  be  brought 
back  to  their  duty  and  punished  severely, 
unless  they  can  show  leave  of  absence 
emanating  from  competent  authority. 
The  most  thorough  measures  will  be 
adopted  to  find,  and  the  most  stringent 
ones  in  dealing  with  these  shoulder- 
strapped  recreants.  It  was  upon  this 
general  subject  that  the  rresident.

an«l  Adjutant  General  had  an  interview 
to-<Lay,  at  which  they  fully  an<l  finally  dis- 
cussed the  measures  necessary  to  be 
taken.  The  detailed  result  oi  the  inter- 
view will  be  seen  in  the  semi-ollicial 
statement  forwarded  to  you  to-night  by 
the  Associated  Press. 

It  is  said  on  high  authority  that  the 
President  on  being  recently  shown  by  the 
Secretary  of  War  and  General-in-Chiel 
the  immense  lists  of  deserters  and  roll 
calls  of  absentees,  sternly  pledged  himself 
hereafter  to  pursue  the  most  rigorous  pol- 
icy with  these  olfenders,  and  that  l)y  exe- 
cutions, dismissals,  ball  and  chain  labor 
for  the  whole  term  of  their  enlistment, 
And  other  of  the  severest  jienalties. 

lie  is  resolved  to  deprive  the  liebels  of 
the  great  .advantage  they  have  heretolbre 
enjoyed  over  us  in  the  means  necessary  to 
preserve  discipline  and  prevent  the  crimes 
of  straggling,  aljsenteeism  and  desertions. 
In  view  of  these  facts,  the  hope  is  express- 
ed that  the  public  will  constitute  itself  a 
great  monU  police  to  expose  and  shame 
back  to  duty  all  officers  and  men  who  can- 
not prove  incoutestibly  that  they  have  the 
authority  re«]uired  by  army  orders  and 
regulations,  for  their  absence  from  their 
commands. 

TlIK  NEW  GOVERNMENT  LOAN.

He  therefore  had  carried  it  in  his 
memory  about  lialf  a  centnry,  associated  with 
that  of  the  remarkable  woman  fi-om  whose  lips  he 
had  received  it. 

I  had  irqulred  in  vain,  in  many  places,  for  that 
hymn,  and  have  but  just  now  been  furni>hed  with 
it  by  a  young  friend,  who  has  copied  it  for  me 
from  "  Hymns  of  the  Ages,"  Vol.  II :

Tired  of  IxMiolding  vanities. 
.Sweet  sluml)er,  come,  and  chaso  away 
The  toils  and  iDllies  of  the  day. 

On  yonr  soft  bosom  will  I  lie, 
Forget  the  world,  and  learn  to  die. 
Oh,  Israel's  watcliful  Shepherd,  spread 
Tents  of  angels  round  my  bed. 

Let  not  the  spirits  of  the  air, 

AVhih!  I  slumber,  me  ensnare; 

Rut  save  thy  suppliant  free  from  harms, 

Clasp'd  in  Thy  everlasting  arms. 


Clouds  and  thick  darkness  arc  Thy  throne. 
Thy  wonderful  pavilion ;

S.ays  the  Encyclopiedia  Britannica, 
•'  There  can  be  but  one  opinion  regard- 
ing the  results  of  Emancipation  enter- 
tained by  any  man  who  will  dispassion- 
ately investigate  the  condition  of  the  col- 
ored population  of  the  AVest  Indies,  and 
that  opinion  will  redound  in  the  highest 
degree  to  the  sagacity  of  those  who  then 
advocated  the  deliverance  of  tke  slave. 
England,  by  freeing  her  slaves,  perform- 
ed a  politic  as  well  as  a  just  act."  This 
was  written  in  1S.59.  Twenty  years  be- 
fore DeTocciucville,  so  famed  for  his  wise 
and  prophetic  verdict  on  American  insti- 
tutions had  said : 

"Many  persons,  preoccupied  by  the 
recollections  of  St.  Domingo,  are  led  to 
believe  that  the  Emancipation  of  the 
slaves  will  lead  to  bloody  collisions  be- 
tween the  two  races,  whence  the  expul- 
sion or  the  massacre  of  the  whites  m.ay 
soon  follow.  Everything  induces  the  be- 
lief that  these  fears  are  imaginary,  or  at 
least  much  exaggerated.  Nothing  which 
had  taken  place  in  the  English  colonies 
leaves  room  to  suppose  that  J^mancipa- 
tion  would  be  accompanied  with  the  dis- 
asters that  are  dreaded." 

In  I84;i,  De  Tocqueville  signed  the  Due 
de  Broglie's  report  which  says  :  "No- 
body any  longer  pretends  that  the  negroes 
are  a  savage,  unsocial  race,  ejiger  to  lay 
waste  the  country  the  instant  they  are 
unchained.  The  event  has  (juieted  these 
apprehensions :  on  the  contrary  they  are 
a  very  gentle  race,  very  obedient,  and 
wonderfully  easy  to  govern.  All  the  doc- 
uments which  we  have  examined  agree  on 
this  point.  Nor  must  we  any  longer  rej> 
resent  them  as  an  abject,  idle,  stupid 
people,  insensible  to  the  pleasures  which 
industry  and  energy  procure,  and  incapa- 
ble of  the  least  effort  to  obtain  them.  All 
the  negroes  have  shown  the  most  lively 
sense  of  the  benefits  of  civiUzation  ;  have 
been  prompt  to  do  what  is  needful  to  ob- 
tain them,  and  have  mainly  succeeded. 
A  prodif/ious  increase  Jias  taken  place  in 
the  importation  of  goods  Jar  their  use. 
They  have  everywhere  become  artisans, 
farmers,  freeholders  ;  they  have  cleared 
lands,  built  houses,  founded  villages."

Smxpi.A.sTKRS.— The  eity  is  beeoimng 
literally  flooded  with  all  kinds  of  trash  in 
the  shape  of  shinplasters,  and  all  printed 
on  the  poorest  of  paper.  Unless  its  cir- 
culation is  soon  checked  it  will  drive  all 
legitimate  currency  out  of  the  State,  em- 
barrass business,  and  entail  serious  loss 
on  the  community. 

Many  of  the  business  houses  now  re- 
ceive from  8l0^to.$J0  per  day  of  this 
wretched  stuff,  and  as  the  banks  noAv  re- 
luctantly receive  it,  and  will  soon  refuse 
to  receive  it,  it  becomes  imperative  on 
the  business  men  to  check  its  circulation 
at  once. 

For  a  time  the  scarcity  of  silver  made 
it  absolutely  necessary  to  issue  something 
which  should  supply  its  place  until  the 
United  States  fractional  currency  got  into 
more  general  circulation.  The  scrip  is- 
sues of  the  city  and  county  were  made  at 
the  general  request  of  the  business  men, 
had  some  show  of  authority  and  legitima- 
cy, aud  being  receivable  for  ta.xes,  and 
the  old  easily  exchanged  for  new,  they 
were  welcomed  by  all,  satisfied  the  wants 
of  business,  and  with  them  the  thing 
should  have  been  stopped. 

But  now  we  have  shinplasters  from  Min- 
neapolis and  St.  Anthony,  Stillwater, 
Red  Wing,  Shakopee,  Mankato,  St.  Pe- 
ter, and  even  from  Hudson  and  LaCrosse, 
in  Wisconsin.  Some  of  these  are  issued  by 
banks,  some  by  butchers,  some  redeemable 
in  currency,  some  in  beer  and  some  in  boots 
— some  are  accepted  and  some  unacecptt-d 
checks  on  banks.  Half  of  those  in  the 
city,  from  abroad,  are  nearly  or  quite 
worn  out,  and  no  one  has  enough  of  any 
of  the  thousand  kinds  issued  to  make  it 
worth  while  to  send  them  home  to  get 
currency  or  a  piece  of  a  shoe.  To  add  to 
all  this,  some  of  those  whose  names  are  at- 
taclied  to  this  worthless  stuff  now  refuse 
ro  redeem  a  part  of  it,  allinniug  that 
blanks  have  been  obtained  and  their  names 
signed  without  authority.  The  evil  is 
growing  constantly  and  rapidly,  and  must 
be  checketl,  and  that  at  once. 

AVe  must  refuse  all  sJiinpIasters  from 
abroad,  we  must  refuse  all  the  contempti- 
ble stuff  issued  by  private  individuals  in 
our  city,  we  must  refuse  all  made  payable 
ill  boots,  beer  or  pigs  feet,  all  unaccepted 

checks  on  banks. 

Let  us  commence  the  work  to-day,  and 
all  together.

Fredericksburg,  at  the  head  of  tide  water 
navigation  on  the  Rapp/ahannock,  making 
that  town  the  base  of  operations.  The 
railroad  from  the  mouth  of  Aquia  Creek, 
forty  miles  below  Washington,  puts  it 
within  easy,  quick  aud  perfectly  safe  com- 
munication with  the  latter  city,  while 
transports  from  sea  can  reach  it  at  all 
times,  by  way  of  the  Rappahannock. 

This  is  the  overland  route  which  the 
opponents  of  the  peninsula  route  have 
from  the  first  insisted  was  the  correct 
approach.  There  will  be  an  opportunity 
of  testing  their  opinion.

Totomac,  durhig  the  greater  part 
of  which  he  controlled  the  entire  military 
power  of  the  (lovernmeut,  have  la-en  time 
enough  to  justify  the  nation  in  judj^ing 
him  by  the  military  residt.  lliat  it  is  a 
failure  is  not  denied  by  his  own  most  un- 
scruyulvuti  mrtisaiis.  They  only  resort 
to  pretexts'to  shift  the  responsibility,  lie 
has  given  to   the  reticl    Confederacy  the 

.pre^tigvof  ^niiUtary  success,  and  has  sub- 
jected the  >rationaI  Government,  and  the 
section  which  stands  by  it,  to  the  humili- 
ation of  an  appearance  of  military  iiiij)0- 
tence.  And  the  national  destruction,  in- 
evitable from  a  continuance  of  such  mili- 
tary failures,  has  been  accelerated  by  the 
enormous  consumption  oi  the  national  re- 
sources.

1  He  interj>osed  long  delays  and  a  great- 
ness of  preparation  in  striking  contrast 
with  the  enemy's   force,     lie    at    length 

^  brought  his  army  in  combined  movement 
to  Laurel  Hill  and  Itich  Mountain,  sur- 
rounding the  enemy,    but  leaving  open 

, the  most,  feasible  road  for  their  escajie 
towards  the  northeast.  The  attack  on 
Rich  ^lountain  was  made  by  Gon.  Kose- 
crans  on  a  plan  proposed  by  himself  to 
tak«  the  enemy  in   the  re.ar.     ^IcC'lellar 

"was  to  attack  in  front.  l?y  a  diilicult 
niarch  through  by-jiaths,  C!en.  Kosecr.ans 
reached  the  rear  in  the  afternoon,  and  at- 
tacked and  defeated  the  enemy's  strong 
rear  guard.  The  sound  of  the  tiring  w;ts 
heard  by  McClellan's  troops,  but  he  did 
not  move.  The  next  day  at  nearly  noon, 
he  arrived  on  the  ground,  (larnett  li;i(l 
precipitately  rctri-ated  at  daylight  by  the 
route  lell  open.  Pegraiu's  troops,  who 
had  been  scattered  by  Rosecrans,  came 
in  and  surrendered. 

A  subordinate  ofliccT  in  ^Sfcflellan'^ 
place  Wonhl  have  been  cashiered  for  fail- 
ure to  oper.ite  according  to  the  j)lan  of 
the  battTe.  Gen.  McClelhui  telograph<!d 
lluit  ivmarkafile  dis]>atch,  claiming  the 
victory  and  exaggerating  it,  and  asserting 
that  he  h.ad  liberated  Western  Virginia. 
Ever  since  that  he  has  been  hostile  to 
iVIorri.^  anj\  llosecrans.  The  false  glitter 
of  this   disj»atch.  set    in  the   d.ark   back- 

•-■  ground  of  the  IJuH  Hun  disaster,  which 
iuTolvcd  most  of  oftr  leading  oHicers,  and 
the  favoritism  ol'  Gen.  Scott,  whose  in- 
firmity of  disposition  made  hhn  hostil.^  to 
'^all  the  prominent  oHicei-s,  made  McClel- 
lan  General-in-Chief.  The  patriotism  ol 
tiie  volunteers,  the  unbounded  expendi- 
tures of  the  Gtjvernment,  and  the  regu- 
lar drill  ol  the  camp  built  up  a  gre.at  ar- 
my, of  whicli  he  was  called  the  creator. 
He  established  himself  in  magnificent 
state,  with  a  stall' of  forty  ni<ls,  and  rode 
through  the  streets  surroiui(!eil  by  a  cor- 
tege more  pretentions  than  an  EmpiT- 
or's  ;  and  correspondents  wrote  tiiat  he 
was  constantly  irfhis  saddle  creating  hi* 
••■'army.  Tliey  looked  upon  the  regiments 
as  they  swainie<l  into  Washington  from 
the  great  patriotic  Northern  hive,  and  ex- 
alted him  as  the  "creator"  of  such  spirit 
and  power. 

■        THE  BALL  BtUlfS  DISASTKR. 

Tbfc  restjveiiess  of  the  people,  under 
delay , was  quieted  by  the  constant  prom- 
ise  or  aicfion,    and  by   the   itcr.ited  an- 
nouncement that   the   army  was  advanc- 
ing.    At  length  it  was  settled  for  the  fall 
"""by  the  B.alrsRluff  slaughter,    in  which,

'  '"^inen  only  ten  miles  off,  beside  Stone's  ad- 
e<juate  ^orce,  he  succeeded  in  having  IJa- 
•  ■'  ker  slaughtered  by  a  force   of  less  tlian 
six  thousand  of  the  enemv.     McCall,  who 


had  done  was  on  tlwi  plan  of  the  (General 
in-Chief.  The  Army  of  the  l'otom.ac  was 
exposed  to  unnecess.asy  hardshii»s.  in  the 
winter,  to  delude  ptd)lic  exi)ectation  by 
not  going  into  winter  (luaiters.  'Ihree 
thousand  young  men  went  to  inglorious 
graves,  on  the  Potom.ac,  in  that  winter 
encampment. 

Jn  Februarv,  the  peremi)tory  order  of 
the  President" relieved  the  Western  army 
from  the  dead-lock  McClellan  had  kept 
on  it,  and  it  went  forward  and  achieved 
succes.ses.  In  March,  the  President  noti- 
fied General  .M(  Clellan  that  a  plan  must 
be  evolved  implying  movement,  or  a 
removal  woidd  be  made.  Coincidently, 
the  enemy  evacuated  Manass.as.  When 
that  was  known,  ^McClellan  j)ut  sixty 
thousand  men  in  motion,  leaving  their 
tents  on  the  Potomac,  inarched  them  on 
the  vacant  31an.issas,  and  then  left  them 
to  straggle  back  by  divisions,  suficring 
grc.at  hardship  from  the  want  of  shelter 
and  of  an  organization  for  supplying  sub- 
sistence on  tlie  march.  The  lact  was  tle- 
veloped  that  the  army  had  no  organiza- 
tion for  a  campaign,  and  that  the  head 
waa  lacking.  The  President  then  divided 
it  into  corps,  and  appointed  the  com- 
manders. 

CJencral  ^IcClellan  then  interposed  a 
naval  transit  of  an  army  of  120,tH)0  men 
between  himself  and  the  enemy.  After 
months  expended  in  this,  he  sat  down  at 
Yorktown  for  a  small  force  of  the  enemy 
to  grow  great,  and  inconsiderable  cn- 
treiu  hinents  to  be  made  formidable.  The 
'■nemy  evacuated  at  leisure.  He  tele- 
graphed the  War  Department  that  they 
were  routed  and  demoralized,  and  that 
he  sh  ;uld  *'  push  the  enemy  to  the  wall."' 
His  advance,  under  Hooker,  pursued 
and  overtook  the  enemy,  and,  following 
the  military  maxim  to  always  attack  a  re- 
treating enemy,  it  went  in,  regardless  of 
numbers,  knowing  that  a  great  army  was 
following.  Gen.  ^McCh-lhin  refused  to 
allow  Hooker  to  be  reinforced,  and  held, 
by  his  orders,  thirty  thousand  men  witliin 
sound  of  the  battle,  by  which  his  advance 
was  repulsed  and  the  enemy's  retreat  se- 
cured. 

OUK  VOUXG  X.VPOLEON. 

(ieneral  .McClellan,  the  commander  of 
an  invading  army  of  a  hundred  and  twen- 
ty thousand  men,  marching  to  the  ene- 
my's capital,  then  telegraphed  to  the 
(iovernment  that  he  would  "  try  to  hold 
the  enemy  in  check" — an  enemy  not  hall 
his  own  force,  and  just  before  routetl, 
panic-stricken  and  j)ushed  to  the  wall. 
He  telegraplicd  an  ignorant  account  ol 
ol  the  battle,  doing  gross  injustice  to  the 
troops  and  oHicers  who  did  tlie  fighting, 
by  giving  the  chief  credit  to  the  wrong 
troops.  This  he  was  obliged  to  modily 
when  he  had  informed  himself.  As  the 
enemy  continued  their  retreat,  he  did  not 
persist  in  liolduig  them  in  check,  but  fol- 
lowed respectfully.  W.th  the  command 
of  the  river,  and  a  division  on  shipboard, 
he  failed  to  intercept  the  retreat,  or  to 
luirass  it  by  ])ursuit.  Retreats,  regarded 
by  niilitary  authorities  as  almost  impossi- 
ble in  the  face  of  an  enemy,  are  safer 
from  McClellan  than  his  own  pursuit. 
The  retreating  army  went  off  victorious 
and  confident.  He  followed  p.anic  strick- 
en, and  preparing  to  hold  them  in  check, 
if  they  turned  upon  him. 

Time  brought  this  invading  army  to 
the  Chickahominy, where  it  sat  down  help- 
less, to  be  destroyed  by  divisions.  The 
enemy  had  it  all  their  own  way.  The 
troops  were  wasted  in  digging  entreach- 
ments  only  to  be  abandoned  when  at- 
tacked. An  inferior  force  of  the  enemy 
was  first  precipitated  on  the  unsupported 
lelt  wiir^.  and  then  on  the  unsupported 
right  wing.  A  few  hundred  cavalry  took 
his  base  of  supplies.  The  heroic  fight- 
ing of  the  troops  and  of  the  subordinate 
commanders,  was  attributed  to  the  com- 
mander who  made  it  unavailing.  He  tel- 
egi-aplied  an  ignorant  account  of  the  bat- 
tle oi  Seven  I'ines,  disgracing  a  division 
which  had  borne  the  brunt  of  the  fight, 
and  dating  his  dispatch  "  on  the  battle- 
field,' when  the  enemy  was  in  possession 
of  it,  and  when  he  did  not  reach  the 
ground  to  which  our  troops  were  driven 
till  the  battle  was  over. 

His  generalship  only  held  the  army  to 
be  sacrificed.  It  has  always,  with  supe- 
rior numl)ers,  exposed  an  inferior  force 
to  attack.  The  retreat  to  James  river 
sacriliced  the  splendid  e(juipment  of  this 
army,  and  showed  the  difficulty  of  re- 
treating before  an  enterprising  enemy. 
The  ability  of  the  commanders  of  corps 
and  the  heroism  of  troops  repulsed  tlw 
enemy's  pursuit.  About  one  half  of  the 
army  McClellan  took  to  the  Peninsula, 
reached  James  river.  The  conduct  of 
retreat,  and  the  fight  against  the  attempt 
of  the  enemy  to  cut  the  retreating  column 
in  two  at  Turkey  Island  Bend,  and  oi 
the  terrible  battle  of  ]\ralvern  Hill,  on 
which  the  existence  of  his  armv  hunti,  Avas 
left  to  the  subordinate  generals.  As  soon 
as  the  advance  reached  the  vicinity  of  the 
river,  (jcn.  ^IcClellan  had  business  on 
the  gun  boats,  nine  miles  below,  where 
he  aw.aited  the  issue. 

GKX.  I-OPK   SACRIKREI). 

On  the  James  River,  (ien.  McClellan 
was  impotent  for  attack,  and  liable  to  be 
cut  olf  Irom  his  supplies  by  a  blockade  of 
the  river.  He  wished  to  remain,  but  Hal- 
lcck\s  peremptory  order  withdrew  him. 
He  arrived  at  Alexandria  in  time  to  have 
saved  (ien.  Pope  by  a  prompt  inarch,  but 
Avaite<l  for  him  to  be  sacrificed.  (Jen. 
Pope's  deleat  l)y  McClellan's  connivance 
resulted  in  restoring  him  to  the  command. 
He  took  a  circuit  around  Lee,  leaving  the 
way  open  for  his  withdrawal,  and  delay- 
ing his  m.arch  tintil  Harper's  Ferry,  the 
key  of  the  situation,  had  fallen  into  the 
enemy's  hands.  At  Antietam  he  kept  his 
reserves  out  of  the  battle  and  prevented 
his  Generals  from  achieving  a  victory, 
lie  reported  that  he  was  vigorously  piy- 
.«juiiig  the  enemy,  and  then  waited  lour 
days  for  them  to  cross  the  river,  carrying 
off  all  their  material. 

He  then  waited  a  month  before  advanc- 
ing against  the  enemy,  over  whom  he  had 
won  a  complete  victory,  as  he  said.  In 
reply  to  peremptory  orders  to  move  he 
alleged  the  want  of  supplies.  This  pre- 
text is  shown  to  be  false.  When  he  finally 
did  move,  it  was  at  the  rate  of  a  day's 
march  in  a  week.  In  this  career  he  was 
cut  off. 

These  are  the  chief  features  of  General 


that  we  really  had  a  young  Napoleon 
among  us  whose  genius  was  equal  to  such 
pretensions . 

From  Pall's  PluiT  he  telegraphed  that 
the  dispositions  were  excellent — the  dis- 
positions being  liis  own,  and  the  slaugh- 
ter the  result.  From  Manassas  he  dis- 
patched a  panic-stricken  retreat  of  the  en- 
emy. From  Ydrktown  he  dispatched 
that  the  enemy  was  demoralized  and  pan- 
ic-stricken, his  victory  complete,  and  he 
should  push  the  enemy  to  the  wall.  From 
Williamsburg  he  telegrap'  ed  his  own  de- 
moralized and  a  panic-stricken  condition, 
and  said  he  would  try  and  defend  himself. 
He  has  never  been  near  enough  to  a  bat- 
tle to  kno%v  how  it  was  fought,  and  has, 
in  two  well  known  instances,  telegraphed 
ignorant  and  erroneous  accounts  of  l)at- 
tles.  At  Williainsburg  and  iSeven  Pines 
he  did  gross  injustice  to  men  and  oilicers 
by  his  ignorant  dispatches  which  he  was 
afterwards  compelled  to  modify,  but  this 
could  not  retrieve  the  eH'cct. 

He  dispatched  to  the  (Tovernmont  thfit 
the  retreat  to  James  river  was  made  with 
the  loss  of  but  one  gun  .and  one  wagon^ 
which  broke  down.  The  tradition.al  feats 
of  the  lonjrbow  .seem  inconsider.able  com- 
pared  with  such  Napoleonic  peribrmances. 
Afk'r  the  battle  of  Antietam  he  tele- 
graphed, Sept.  loth,  that  "the  enemy  is 
making  for  the  river  in  a  perfect  panic," 
and  that  he  was  "hurrying  everything  for- 
ward to  press  the  retreat  to  the  utmost.'' 
And  later  on  the  same  day  that  "  inform- 
ation at  this  moment  received  confirms 
the  rout  and  demoralization  of  the  rebel 
army.  We  are  following  as  rapidly  as 
the  men  can  move."  Yet  four  days  later 
no  advance  h.id  been  made,  and  he  then 
telegraphed:  "Last  night  the  enemy 
.abandoned  his  position,  leaving  his  dead 
and  wounded  on  the  field.  We  are  again 
in  pursuit.  I  do  not  know  whether  he  is 
falling  back  to  an  interior  position  or 
crossing  the  river.  We  may  salely  claim 
a  victory.'' 

After  his  four  days  vigorous  pursuit  of 
the  routed,  demoralized,  p.anic-strieken 
enemy,  he  telegraphed  that  they  had  with- 
drawn from  the  battle  fiehl  in  the  night, 
and  he  knew  not  where  they  had  gone, 
but  as  they  were  gone  he  might  safely 
claim  a  victory,  which  it  seems  was 
doubtful  until  the  enemy's  intentions  were 
known.  On  the  same  day  he  sent  the  re- 
markable dispatch :  "  Pleas.anton  is  driv- 
ing the  enemy  across  the  river.  Our 
victory  was  complete.  The  enemy  is 
driven  back  into  Virginia.  Maryland 
and  Pennsylvania  are  now  safe.''  With 
unintentional  candor  he  makes  his  victory 
to  hang  in  the  balance  until  he  ascertain- 
ed the  intentions  of  the  enemy.  If  they 
intended  to  leave,  he  intended  to  advance, 
and  if  four  days  after  the  battle  they  re- 
tired his  victory  was  complete.  Are  these 
the  dispatches  of  a  milit.iry  genius  which 
becomes  a  young  Napoleon  without  smel- 
ling gunpowder?  Are  they  evidences  of 
military  or  any  other  abilitj',  unless  it  be 
with  the  aboriginal  Aveapon — the  long- 
bow ? 

In  this  war,  commanders  have  had 
credit  for  latent  military  capcaity  on  the 
score  of  their  want  of  heart  in  tlie  cause. 
Put  the  logic  of  this  will  hardly  bear 
statement.  That  a  general  is  treacherous 
to  the  cause  he  pretends  to  ilght  for,  is 
no  evidence  that  he  has  neither  military 
capacity  or  courage.  These  must  be  es- 
tablished by  some  other  proof. 

THAT  UOKUIULE  NlGUT-.M-UtE. 

It  seems  incredible  that  the  destinies  of 
this  great  country,  where,  alone  the  pop- 
ular capacity  has  been  developed  to  the 
pi  ch  of  self-government,  can  have  been 
committed  to  such  a  man  for  a  year,  while, 
in  the  sight  of  the  people,  it  was  gliding 
down  the  rapids  to  the  abyss.  What  hor- 
rilde  nightmare  has  held  the  senses  of  the 
people  and  of  the  authorities  ?  The  re- 
sponsibility reaches  beyond  this  Imbecile 
instrument  of  national  rum,  to  those 
whose  influence  and  power  had  retained 
him.  As  failure  became  apparent,  the 
swift  eulogies  which  hailed  his  elevation 
from  the  supporters  of  the  (iovemment, 
the  expression  of  their  hopes  from  hun, 
were  replaced  by  the  praise  and  clamor- 
ous defense  of  those  who  desire  the  fail- 
ure of  the  Government.  Every  one  who 
charged  that  the  North  was  guilty  of  the 
war,  that  the  purpose  of  the  war  was  to 
destroy  the  Constitution,  that  the  South 
were  iu  the  right,  and  Avho  desired  milita- 
ry failure  that  it  might  result  in  restoring 
tiie  traitors  to  power  by  our  submission, 
was,  and  is  a  deliiuder  of  McClellan. 

It  might  have  excited  suspicion  when 
the  enemies  of  the  cause  were  the  ardent 
supporters  of  a  (ieneral  whose  course  has 
been  a  continual  failure.  But  such  was 
the  infatuation  that  this  was  accepted  as 
honest  and  loyal  and  public  opinion,  and 
it  operated  to  fasten  this  terrible  imbecil- 
ity on  the  country.  Even  the  testimony 
of  the  enemy's  ofKcers  that  they  regarded 
McClellan  as  our  greatest  General,  and 
noted  with  great  interest  the  attacks  ol 
the  radicals  on  him,  was  piled  up  to  sus- 
stain  him.  This  was  aided  by  corres- 
pondents of  a  treacherous  press,  sent  him 
into  the  field  with  orders  to  write  him  up. 
By  this  means  we  h.ave  had  the  stereotyped 
announcement  in  every  battle  :  "  Mc- 
CJlellan  was  in  the  thickest  ol  the  fight, 
rallying  the  soldiers  and  animating  them 
by  his  presence." 

Out  ol  this  lying  correspondence  has 
chieily  grown  the  falsehood  of  his  popu- 
larity with  the  soldiers.  It  is  impossible 
that  a  general  can  be  popular  with  an 
army  which  he  destroys  without  ever 
achieving  a  victorv. 

But  the  most  melancholy  feature  of  the 
newspaper  support  of  this  terrible  failure 
— because  the'  weakest — is  that  which 
arose  purely  from  newspaper  rivalry ; 
which  wrote  up  a  commander  who  was 
sinking  tlic  nation  to  ruin,  because  a 
cotemporary  took  a  just  view  of  him.  It 
is  calculated  to  give  humanity  sufficient 
humility  to  see  such  motives,  in  such  a 
momentous  matter,  govern  a  press  which 
assumes  to  transcend  the  ordinary  weak- 
ness of  mankind. 

The  removal  of  General  IMcClellan  is 
the  turning  of  a  course  which  tended 
inevitably  to  national  destruction.  It 
removes  a  horrible  incubus  from  the  na- 
tional energies.  It  shuts  up  a  growing 
chasm  which  was  swallowing  the  resour- 
ces and  patriotic  sacrifices  of"  the  people. 
No  act  that  the  President  could  do  would

A  FEW  PliELLMIXAHY  REMARKS. 

We  arc  under  obligations  to  the  attor- 
neys of  Mr.  Aldrich  for  so  distinct  a  def- 
fin'ition  of  the  nature  of  the  crime  cf 
which  their  client  stands  accused,  aud  we 
are  glad,  also,  to  see  that  Mr.  Aldrich  has 
80  thorough  an  appreciation  of  its  enor- 
mity as  is  indicated  in  his  estimate  of  the 
damage  be  has  suffered  from  itfl  di.sclo8- 

ore. 

We  aro  the  more  gratified  at  this  proo 
of  an  awakened  moral  sense,  as  hitherto 
Mr.    Aldrich  had  given  us  no  reason  to 
suspect  that  he  was  at  aU  sensible  of  the 
gravity  of  the  imputations  restmg  upon 
his  public  character.   Several  weeks  ago. 
it  will  be  remembered,  we  took  occasion 
to  suggest  to  him   that  if  the  statements 
of  the  Press  were  as  "  felse  and  libel- 
lous" as  he  represented  them  to  be,  if  it 
would  not  be  at  all  necessary  to  bis   vin- 
dication to  go  through  the  tedious  and  in- 
terminable formalities  of  a  law  suit  which 
he  did  not  mean  to  prosecute,  since  he 
could  at  once,  if  innocent,  obtain  a  state- 


able duty  which  he  declines,  and  peremp- 
torily challenged  us  to  make  good  the  state- 
ments of  the  Press,  or  suffer  the  just 
penalty  of  slander. 

We  are  thus  contttraiiied  to  raze  the 
s.eal  from  the  casket  whicli  holds  his 
guilty  secret,  and  produce  the  docuracn- 
tan-  evidence  of  a  crime  which,  by  his 
own  showing,  ranks  him  with  folons  and 

thieves. 

We  trust  he  will  excuse  us,  if,  before 
rointerring  it  in  the  legal  grave  to  which 
he  desires  us  to  consign  it,  we  siibmit  it 
to  public  in.spection 

HISTORY  OF  THE  ALDRICH   DEFAIXIATIOX. 

Cyrus  Aldrich  held  the  office  of  Receiv- 
er of  Public  Moneys,  acting  as  Disbursing 
Agent,  at  Dixon,  Illinois,  from  1849  to 
18o3,  during  the  Administrations  of  Tay- 
lor and  FUlmore.  His  term  of  office 
expired  March  31st,  18.W,  when  his 
accounts  as  Receiver  simply  were  bal- 
ance! at  the  Treasury,  as  the  receipt  of 
the  acting  Comptroller,  published  some- 
time ago  in  the  Atlas,  shows.  But  he 
acted  in  another  capacity  and  kept  ano- 
ther account  with  the  Govemment,  not 
as  Receiver  simply,  but  as  Receiver  of 
Public  Moneys,ar/in5r  asDisbursingAgetd, 
and  it  was  m  this  latter  capacity— which 
the  Atlas  prudently  keeps  out  of  view- 
that,  at  the  conclusion  of  his  term  of  office 
in  March  18o3,  he  rendered  the  following 
account  to  the  Govemment :

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the 
sole  point  on  which  Aldrich  could  possibly 
found  a  pretext  of  dispute,  in  answer  to 
the  demands  of  the  Comptroller,  for  pay- 
ment, wa3  in   relation  f*  this  amount  of 
$806  89;  being  the  difference  between 
his  own  and  the  Comptroller's  statement 
of  the  balance  due  by  him  to  the  United 
States  ;  and  consbting  of  over-charges  of 
fees,  and  moneys  unaccounted  for,  which 
he  had  illegally  carried  to  his   credit.     It 
wiU  be  further  seen,   and  we  beg  otir 
readers   to  take  especial  notice  of  this 
point ,  that  the  amount  of  over-charged 
fees,  which  he  had  claimed  in  his  account, 
were  disaUowed  by  the  Comptroller,  not 
with  any  reference  to  the  character  of  the 
service  for  which  they  were  collected,  as 
is  now  pretended  by  Aldrich  in  the  Atlas, 
but  tolely  because  he  had  already  received 
the  full    maximum    of  compensation  to 
which  he  vms  explicitly  limited  by  law. 

THE   SAME    FACTS   BECAPITCLATKD. 

Aldrich  never  answered  this,  but  a  year 
afterwards  he  wrote  a  letter  to  Wash- 
burn on  the  subject,  which  is  not  on  file 
at  the    Department,    apparently  asking 
for  an  explanation  of  the  additional  claim 
ofS806  89,  against  him  by  the  Govem- 
ment ;  and  to  this  Mr.  Whittlesey  return- 
ed the  following  answer.    Our  readers 
will  please  note  his  analysis  of  the  items 
making  up  this  additional  amount.     It  is 
for  sums  illegally  appropriated  by  Aldrich, 
over  and  above  the  maximum  compensa- 
tion to  which  he  was  entitled  by  law,  and 
for  alleged  disbursements  not  attested  by 
vouchew.    As  Aldrich  aaerwards  pretend- 
ed that  neariy  the  whole  amount  of  his 
debt  was  really  due  by  the  Register,  it 
will  be  worth  while  also  to  note  the  fact, 
that  only  $271  of  it  went  to  the  Register ; 
illegally  disbursed  by  .<\ldrich :

Aldrich  never  replied  to  this  leltor; 
and  as  luck  would  have  it,  shorUy  after 
this  Whittlesey  went  out  of  the  Treasury, 
and  by  some  mysterious  mejins,  the  de- 
falcation was  covered  up  till  the  last  year 
of  Buchanan'8  administration.  Over  four 
years  had  passed  from  the  date  of  Whit- 
tlesey's last  demand  for  payment,  when 
the  demand  was  bluntly  rtiitcrated  by 
Medill  in  the  foUomng  letter : 


In  his  suit  for  libel  againat  the  Pkkss 
Co.,  M-.  Aldrich  claims  $10,000  dama- 
ges for  our  statement  respecting  his  de- 
falcation, that 

Every  attempt  made  by  the  offlf"  <>£  *•>* 
Treasury  to  secure  a  settlement  from  AWncn  nas 
been  evaded  by  him  on  various  subteringei,  every 
one  of  which  has  successively  proved  to  be  false- 
hood. 

That  statement,  if  it  had  nothing  else 
to  rest  on,  may  be  regarded,  we  think, 
as  a  verj'  mild  commentary  on  the  con- 
tents of  the  above  letter  alone. 

A  defaulter  to  the  United  States  of  sev- 
en years  standing,  could  hardly  be  sup- 
posed to  have  any  business  in  Washing- 
ton more  important  than  the  settlement 
of  hia  accounts.     Mr.  Aldrich  was  there, 
not  yet  as  a  member  of  Congress,  and 
though  his  attention  was  called  to  the 
subject,  he  found  his  time  so  occupied 
that  he  could  not   spare   an  hour  for  a 
business  vital  to  the  conscience  of  an  hon- 
est man,  not  even  five  minutes  to  write  a 
reply  to  the    reiterated  letters  of  the 
Comptroller.     In  the  pressure  of  his  mo- 
mentous affairs,  he  even  forgot  he  had 
received  such  letters.     When  the  pretext 
of  absorbing  business  ends  with  the  close 
of  the  session,  he  has  a  new  one  ready 
for  the  contingency,  and  the  opportune 
"  sickness  of  his  famUy "   harries  him 
away  from  his    intended    meeting    with 
the  Comptroller.      The   same    extraor- 
dinary fatality  has  ever  since  attended 
all    his  efforts  to    see    that  officer,  an 
object    which,    during    a    residence    of 
a  year  and  a  half  in    Washington,  he 
has  never  yet  been  able  to  achieve— not- 
ithstanding  the  repeated  invitations  of

appear  by  your  attributing  to  him  the  remark 
that  a  part  of  the  amount  claimed  of  you  by  the 
Government  is  due  to  the  Department  by  your 
colleague,  the  Register.  The  Records  of  this 
office  show  no  suck  facts,  nor  any  arrangement 
whereby  the  payment  of  the  IxUance  claimedfrom 
you  was  to  await  the  decision  of  the  cause  of  the 
U.  S.  vs.  Daniel  Clapp. 

I  will  repeat  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
those  old  balances  due  the  Government  should  be 
closed,  and  that  It  is  my  duty  to  see  that  they  are. 
I  therefore  hope  you  will  immediately  avail  your- 
self of  the  soggestion.

To  these  letters  Mr.  Aldrich  made  no 
reply.  The  Department  had  so 
unsuccessful  in  getting  anything  out 
him  but  the  promise  that  he  would  pay 
his  debt  when  the  suit  against  Illinois 
Land  Officers  was  decided.  Hw  debt  in- 
volved no  principle  at  issue  in  that  suit, 
but  as  a  last  resort  the  Comptroller  took 
him  at  his  word,  and  last  spring  sent  him

With  these  explanations.  I  think,  there  is  no 
difficulty  in  arranging  matters  between  Mr.  Noble 
and  yourself,  as  he  must  be  satisfied  that  he  has 
received  on  sale  and  locations  In  each  of  his  offi 
cial  years,  referred  to  in  the  accompanying  state- 
ment more  than  his  maxlmnm  commissions,  and 
as  the  charge  of  the  sums,  received  In  excess  ftUs 
upon  you,  I  cannot  doubt  his  wlUlngness  to  re- 
fund the  amount  Improperly  received  by  him.  As 
yon  were  only  enUUed  to  $2,500  commissions  for 
yonr  official  year  on  sales  and  locations,  yon  should 
of  course  refund  so  much  of  the  amount  received 
by  you  in  excess,  which  is  clearly  set  forth  In  the 
statement  of  differences  which  accompanies  this, 
and  you  are  particuUrly  referred  to  the  act  of  22d 
Mardi,  1862,  and  the  JProvisoto  the  appropriation 
"  For  Salary  and  Commissions  of  Registers  of 
Land  Offices  and  Receivers  of  PubUc  Moneys."— 
Pamphlet  copy  of  laws,  1853,  page  204. 

Thus,  should  the  sales  at  Wxon,  IlUnois,  in  any 
one  of  your  official  years  have  amounted  to  $500,- 
000  and  you  had  accounted  for  the  whole  of  the 
same  you  would  have  only  been  entiUed  to  your 
maximum  commission,  $2,500,  and  if  within  the 
game  period,  the  locations  of  military  land  wm- 
rants  had  amounted  to  $fi00,000,  for  which  the 
Register  had  received  the  usual  lees  and  paid  over 
to  you  yonr  proportion,  the  whole  thereof  shonJd

Here  it  will  be  seen  that  the  principal 
of  the  debt,  previously  stated  at  $3009  89, 
is  reduced  to  $2604  81.  This  reduction 
was  made  in  this  way  :  Aldrlchhad  enter- 
ed some  324  acres  of  laud  in  IlUnois,  at 
a  cost  of  $405  08,  for  which,  on  April 
17th,  1854,  he  applied  to  tht  Department 
to  be  reimbursed,  the  land  having  been 
erroneously  entered.  ThL*  was,  done, 
and  the  amount,  without  hiA  knowledge, 
carried  to  his  credit  on  the  books  of  the 
Treasury,  which  he  doubtless  considered 
a  clear  loss.

During  all  the  long  inter-al  which  had 
elapsed  since  his  defalcation,  Mr  Aldrich 
had  returned  no  answer  to  the  repeated 
demands  of  the  successive  Comptrollers 
for  payment.

THE  SITUATION. 

The  people  are  disappointed  because 
the  work  of  suppressing  the  Kebelllon 
projrresses  so  slowly.  Such  disappoiiit- 
m**nts  find  oxpre-x.sion  in  reproaches  and 
accusations  against  the  Governs iont.  V»*c 
are  told  that  nothing  substantial  has  bet'ii 
gained  for  the  Federal  cause  since  the 
war  began — that  the  successes  of  last 
winter  and  spring  have  been  more  than 
counterbalanced  by  reverses  of  the  sum- 
mer. We  are  told  the  enemy  arc  more 
powerful,  more  able  to  resist  tlie  advance 
of  our  armii-s  now  than  they  ever  wt  re 
before ;  and  that  while  we  have  been 
frittering  away  our  strength  in  fruitless 
enterprises,  they  liave  been  husbanding 
their  resources  and  economising  their 
power. 

Is  this  true  ? 


Let  us  see. 
EIGHTEEN  MONTHS   AGO, 

The  rebels  were  virtually  masters  of  the 
situation.  Thoy  held  every  fortress  and 
every  inch  of  coast — with  the  exception 
of  Pickens  and  Key  West — from  the 
Potomac  to  the  Rio  Grande.  They  were 
absolute  masters  of  the  Mississippi,  from 
Cairo  to  Balirle.  They  had  undisputed 
possession  of  the  entire  country  south  ol 
the  Potomac.  Maryland  was  a  hotbed  oi 
treason ;  Baltimore  was  as  essentially  se- 
cession as  Charleston.

Let  us  add  to  this,  that  the  rebels  had 
stolen  nearly  all  our  arms — that  they  had 
the  immense  stores  of  the  Norfolk  and 
Pensacola  Navy  Yards  to  draw  from ; 
while  we  were  compelled  not  only  to  ex- 
temporize an  army,  but  to  p.\temporize 
arms  and  munitions. 

FAR   DIFKKRENT 

**  Is  the  position  of  affairs  at  the  present 
time.  We  have  a  force  of  at  least  seven 
hundred  thousand  men  in  the  field.  We 
have  a  navy  that  is  second  only  to  that 
of  France  and  Kn^Lind.  The  National 
credit  is  unimpared.  We  have  got  along 
without  borrowing  a  dollar  from  any  for- 
eign capitalist.  We  have  been  able  to 
reduce  the  expenses  of  tlie  war  within 
such  limits  as  will  enable  us  readily  to 
pay  the  interest  on  our  national  debt. 

Our  forces  are  everywhere — by  land 
and  by  sea —  assuming  the  aggressive. 
Expediiions  the  most  formidable  the  world 
ever  saw  are  being  fitted  out.  The  en- 
tire Texan  coast  is  at  our  merey.  Gen. 
Butler  is  ready  to  take  Mobde.  Charles- 
ton and  Savannah  will  be  ours  before  the 
end  of  February.  Wilmington  and  oth- 
er ports  of  secondary  importance  will 
share  a  similar  fate.  Tlie  insurgent  ter- 
ritory will  thus  be  invested — the  occupa- 
tion of  our  biockaders  will  be  gone — all 
Bonrces  and  channels  of  succor  will  be 
cut  off  from  the  bele.iguered  rel^els — and 
they  will  be  consigned  to  the  most  terrri- 
ble  limbo  that  ever  awaited  transgressors. 
The  Mississippi  will  be  opened  its  entire 
length — the  lemaining  cities  along  its 
shores  will  be  brought  under  the  Federal 
rule— and  two  of  the  principal  sources  of 
supplies — To.\.is  an^l  Arkansas,  will  be 
cut  off.

One  thing  is 
plainly  certain — personal  virtue  is  essen- 
tial to  freedom.  A  sensitive  politician 
suffers  his  ideas  of  the  part  New  York, 
Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  are  to  play  in  the 
future  of  the  Union,  to  be  tinged  and 
shaped  by  the  election  of  rogues  m  some 
counties.  There  is  a  speedy  li.nitto  prof- 
ligate politics.  These  poor  devils  having 
got  as  low  in  naorals  as  the  law  of  nature 
will  suffer,  will  presently  pause  before 
furies  they  cannot  face.

Lincoln,  and  he  will  be  quite  likely  to 
refer  to  them  in  his  message. 

The  subject  of  emancipation  is  contin- 
ually upon  the  mind  of  the  President,  and 
all  the  attempts  of  pro-slavery  presses  or 
of  the  peace  Democrats  to  drive  him  from 
the  position  he  has  deliberately  chosen, 
will  utterly  fail.     Those  who  are  intimate 
with  the  President  know  that  he  smiles  at 
the  newspaper  stories  of  an  attempt  on 
the  part  of  John  Van  Buren,  Fernando 
Wood,  and  others  of  that  stamp  to  drive 
him  to  the  adoption  of  pro-slavery  princi- 
ples.    He  will  not  leave  his  old  ground, 
and  the  message  will  settle  that  question. 
It  is  said  that  the  message  will  be  unu- 
sually long,  and  that  it  will  be  furnished 
to  the  papers  of  the  country  on  Monday, 
the  first  day  of  December.

We  must  protest  in  the  name  of  social 
order  against  the  di.spositiou  which  un- 
happily has  taken  fast  hold  of  all  classes  in 
this  State,  to  wreak  a  blind  and  lawless 
ven^reanee  on  the  assassins  who  have  des- 
olated  our  western  settlements  with  blood 
and  fire. 

We  admit  that  the  provocation  is  the 
greatest  which  was  ever  offered  to  human 
nature  since  the  bloody  eiueute  of  Cawn- 
port" — greater  than  human  nature  in  the 
tirst  wild  Hush  ol  passion  can,  or  ought 
to  bear. 

It  cannot  be  denied,  either,  that  the 
death  of  those  lound  guilty  of  these  hor- 
rible crimes  is  a  measure  of  imperative 
necessity  to  the  future  security  of  our 
frontiers. 

The  existence  of  civilized  society  any- 
where, indeed,  depends  upon  the  ample

imbecility  of  its  agetits. 

And  we  <lo  not  deny  that  in  the  very 
last  resort,  even  lawlessness  may  be  uec- 
es.sary  to  save  interests  more  sacred  than 
law,  and  tcmpjrarydisonler  necessary  to 
save  society.  But  these,  expedients  are 
dangerous  in  the  extreme,  and  must  not 
be  resorted  to  till  eveiy  other  possible 
remedy  is  exhausted.  The  execution  of 
the  cuiltv  Indians  bv  mob  law,  might, 
and  probably  would  forever  i)revent  the 
rejietition  of  the  crimes  which  should  re- 
ceived this  sign.al  punishment ;  bnt  it  would 
inflict  an  incurable  wound  upon  the 
reputation  of  our  State  ;  and  the  high- 
handed precedent  would  lower  the 
standard  of  public  morality,  and  un- 
settle the  foundations  of  public  order 
to  a  degree  which  would  not  be  retrieved 
for  a  generation. 

The  laws  and  courts  of  the  StJitc  are 
open  to  save  us  from  this  desperate  and 
anarchic  extremity.  If  the  militaiy  au- 
thorities of  tlic  United  States  shall  de- 
cline the  punishment  of  the  assassins  by 
martial  law,  the  responsibility  of  enfor- 
eing  the  legal  penalty  for  murder  will  then 
rest  upon  the  civil  authorities  of  the  State.

JusI  now  when  the  whole  community  is 
excitetl  on  this  subject,  and  every  one  is 
anxiously  awaiting  the  decision  of  tlie 
President  in  regard  to  the  condemned 
ones,  I  wish  to  submit  some  thoughts,— 
purposely  have  I  refrained  hitherto.  It 
seemed  better  to  let  the  mental  disturb- 
ances calm  down  a  little  first.  It  seemed 
doubtful  whether  the  time  for  discussing 
the  subject  profitably  had  come  ;  and,  in- 
deed, that  is  still  doubtful.  But  as  I 
have  passed  through  certain  experiences 
during  the  latelndi.an  campaign,  which  to 
a  certain  extent,  are  my  own  experiences, 
I  have  a  right  to  ask  for  a  candid  hearing. 
I  have  lived  too  long  in  the  world  not 
to  know  that  what  is  up  generally  comes 
down,  and  that  the  idolof  to-day  becomes 
the  execration  of  to-moiTow.  1  have  been 
too  long  connected  with  an  luipopular 
work  to  iKJgin  to  care  greatly  to  find  my- 
self ranged  on  the  popular  side. 

"Let  justice  be  done  though  the  heav- 
ens fall,"  is  the  heathen  mode  of  exiiress- 
iu<r  the  sentiment  and  desire  of  every 
loyal  heart,  that  justice  should  be  done 
though  all  our  plans  and  purposes  are 
frustrated,  and  though  the  Iron  should 
thereby  enter  into  our  own  souls. 

During  the  Indian  campaign  of  two  and 
a  half  months,  some  of  my  experiences 
are  very  gladdening,  and  t-ome  of  them 
very  .saddening.  Everybody  says  now 
that  it  was  a  very  successful  camjiaign. 
\ow  I  hear  men  say  that  Gen.  Siblfy  can 
beat  any  man  gohbliny  up  IndiaJia,  who, 
when  the  jilans  were  being  arranged  and 
carried  out  which  have  ended  so  welK 
were  cursing  the  commanding  ollicer  of 
the  expedition  and  all  connected  with  him. 
Now  I  hear  men  say,  that  all  these  tlungs 
turned  out  so.  Yes,  they  did  turn  out 
successftdly.  Doubtless  Providence 
worked  for  the  expedition,  and  made  even 
tlie  disabilities  and  wants  thereof  turn  to 
the  best  results.  But  these  results  iv-ere 
pLanned,  and  expected,  and  worked  for 
l>y  the  chief.  And  it  is  not  taking  away 
anything  from  the  praise  justly  due  to  the 
eommanding  General,  to  say  that  he  had 
in  his  Headquarters  some  very  valuable 
helpers,  and,  in  the  regiments,  obedient 
oilicers  and  soldiers.  God  was  in  this 
campaign  on  the  side  of  skill  and  patient 
working. 

It  was  a  joy  to  us  all  to  succeed  in  de- 
livering the  captives.  It  was  a  sorrow  to 
us  to  he  obliged  to  leave  the  field  while 
Mrs.  Julia  A.  Wright  and  Dora  Wrip;ht 
and  Mrs.  Laura  Dooley  and  three  chil- 
dren, together  with  Lilly  Everett  and  two 
Ireland  girls,  and  perh"aj>s  two  or  three 
others,  were  still  in  the  hands  of  W/nffi 
Lodge.  If  that  had  been  accomplished 
also,  I  should  have  considered  that  we 
had  earned  glory  enough,  and  done  good 
enough,  for  one  campaign. 

The  chief  work  of  the  last  four  or  five 
weeks  of  the  expedition,  wixs  the  trial 
and  and  condemnation  of  Indians.  Some 
men  engaged  in  it  may  have  regarded  this 
as  pleasant  work.  It  was  not  so  to  me.  But 
I  have  learned  to  work  from  a  sense  of 
dutv  and  not  pleasure.  I  can  cut  off  a 
chicken's  head  when  it  becomes  my  duty 
to  do  it,  though  it  does  not  give  me  the 
slio-htest  pleasure.  So  whsn  you  talk 
about  trying  and  punishing  Indians,  or 
any  other  peojile,  1  say  emphatically,  af- 
ter wading  patiently  through  the  expe- 
rience, that  I  have  no  pleature  in  it ;  it  is 
not  work  to  my  liking.  Many  of  those 
that  are  tried  and  cofldemned*  are  doubt- 
less guilty  of  partici]»*tion  in  the  mnrders 
and  outrages  committed  on  the  Minnesota 
frontiers— some  of  them  as  guilty  »s  Sa- 
tan himself,  awl  richly  deserving  the  pun- 
ishment of  death.  Others  were  guilty 
onlv  to  the  ext«nt  of  taking  properfr»f .  A 
miiitary  commission,  where  the  cases  of 
forty  men  are  passed  upon  in  six  or  seven 
hours,  is  not  the  place  for  the  and  clear 
bringing  out  of  evidence  and  securing  a 
fair  trial  to  everv  one.  As  I  s^d  fre- 
(luentlv  during  the  time,  I  s.iy  now, 
that  I  had  no  particular  liking  to  the  man

House  were  filled  last  evening  by  a  large 
number  of  peoi)le  anxious  to  see  and  hear 
General  Pope.  In  response  to  the  calls 
of  the  crowd  and  special  invitations, 
about  nine  o'clpck  he  came  out  ot  his 
room  and  addressod  a  few  j)ertinent  and 
well-timed  Avords  to  the  persons  assem- 
bled. He  again  thanked  them  for  their 
kind  reception  and  the  interest  manifest- 
ed in  him.  He  said  he  was  glad  to  see 
them,  was  proud  to  be  once  more  among 
Western  peo]de  whom  he  loved,  honored 
and  respected  ;  he  had  left  them  against 
his  own  jud-^meiit  and  with  regret;  he 
had  urged  upon  the  Secretary  of  \V.ar  to 
.illow  film  to  remain  in  the  West,  but 
without  avail ;  he  did  not  choose  to  al- 
lude to  the  sad  history  that  followed.  He 
spoke  with  pride  ol  his  old  command  in 
the  West,  and  expressed  strong  hopes  of 
soon  being  able  to  rejoin  them.  He  felt 
rejoiced  tiiat  he  was  now  returning  to  the 
West,  and  never  v.ould  again  leave  it  with 
his  consent.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  re- 
manks,  the  crowd  gave  three  hearty 
cheers  for  (ieneral  Pope.  At  a  later 
hour  Geiier:!^  Pope  was  serenaded.  He 
came  out  on  the  balcony  of  the  Newhall, 
thanked  the  serenaders  and  bid  them 
fjood  night.

ISpecial  to  the  Times.'] —  The  current 
talk  to-day  in  military  circles  here  is  in 
regard  to  the  expedience  of  the  army  of 
the  Potomac  going  into  winter  quarters. 

Late  events  seem  to  have  strengthened 
the  probability  of  such  a  policy  being 
adopted,  and  inferences  to  the  same  effect 
are  drawn  from  the  President's  visit  to 
Acquia  Creek. 

The  President  will,  in  his  message, 
earnestly  recommend  the  passage  of  a 
bankrupt  law  hy  Congress. 

Reports  received  here  from  the  front 
to-diiy,  locate  Jackson's  advance  guard  at 
B(!alstown,  on  the  Orange  and  Alexandria 
Railroad  near  the  Rappahannock,  in  a 
])osition  to  endeavor  to  hold  Gen.  Sigel's 
force  from  advancing,  or  to  fall  upon  the 
rear  of  Gen.  Burnside's  army,  as  may  be 
most  advisable. 

Other  reports  scatter  his  forces  along 
the  eastern  base  of  the  Blue  Ridge  from 
the  Rappahannock  to  Snicker's  Gap, 
placing  the  bulk  in  advance,  and  leaving 
parties  in  the  rear  to  observe  and  harrass 
our  lines. 

A  special  dispatch  to  the  Herald,  from 
Acquia  Creek,  on  the  27th,  says : 

The  wife  and  two  daughters  of  Dr 
Gillespie,  a  surgeon  in  the  United  States 
army,  who  remained  at  Fredericksburg 
when  it  was  evacuated  by  Gen.  Burn.«ide 
last  summer,  were  sent  across  the  river 
yesterday  by  a  flag  of  truce,  and  proceed- 
ed to  Washington  on  the  NelUe  Baker 
this  afternoon. 

They  say  that  the  whole  of  Gen  Lee's 
army  is  certainly  concentrating  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Fredericksburg,  and  that  they 
ai-e  determined  to  dispute  the  passage  of 
our  army  and  contest  our  advance  by  that 
route,  step  by  step.  Bloody  work  must 
ensue  whenever  the  army  goes  forward,  as 
it  shortly  must,  and  the  closing  battles  of 
the  rebellion  be  fought  within  a  few  days, 
or  weeks  at  latest.

A  Furious   Battle  Expected!

The  Latest  oflici.al  reports  from  the  front 
is  that  small  infantry  jtickets  are  now  ob- 
servable with  the  cavalry. 

Ni;\v  YonK,  November  28. 

The  Falmouth  correspondent  of  the 
Philadelphia  Enquirer,  under  date  of  the 
20tli,  says  that  the  presumption  is  that  in 
a  very  lew  days  we  will  have  a  battle  in 
this  vicinity  that  will  eclipse  all  otliers  of 
this  war,  in  regard  to  ferocity  and  fierce- 
ness. 

Thei  e  is  not  the  .slightest  doubt  but  the 
enemy  is  in  great  force  on  the  other  side 
of  the  river  e<pial  if  not  superior  to  our 
own  in  point  of  numbers. 

I  have  reason  to  believe  that  Gen.  Lee 
is  in  command  in  person  of  the  \yhole  reb- 
el army  of  the  Fotomac,  exceeding,  with- 
out doubt,  12.3,000  men.  Their  camp- 
fires  can  be  seen  extending  at  least  ten 
miles  along  the  river,  and  from  observa 
tion,  five  miles  b.ack  into  the  country. 

The  enemy  as  usu.al  has  picked  out  an 
almost  impregnable  position,  and  have 
been  for  a  liiw  days  past  working  like 
beavers  in  throwing  up  fortHlcations. 
Morning,  noon  and  night  they  are  .at  it 
with  spade  and  pick,  the  dirt  flying  until 
the  walls  or  rifle  pits  are  completed. 

Their  present  jiosition  is  on  the  brow 
of  a  range  of  high  hills,  some  distance 
back  of  the  river,  with  a  heavy  road  in 
their  rear. 

It  is  my  opinion  tliat  back  of  the  present 
range  of  hills  where  their  works  are  now 
erected,  there  is  another  range  which  they 
will  re-occupy  if  driven  from  their  strong 
position.

These    appomtments 
are  not  general,  as  some  have  supposed, 
but  each  surgeon  has  his  own    district  iu 
which  to  operate.

The  collector  of  the  San  Francisco  district 
reports  as  his  total  receipts  for  the  month 
of  October  nearly  $U0,O0O,  of  which  over 
$3,500  accrued  to  hliu  as  commissions. 
TTie  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue 
has  decided  that  in  all  cases   where  the 
wron""  license  has   been  taken  out  under 
erroneous  impressions  of  instructions,  the 
person  taking   such   license  must  take  a 
sworn  statement,  of  the  facts,  attested  by 
the  assessor,  and  forward  the  same  direct- 
ly to  the  Commissioner's  office.     If  the 

■  petki'ori  be  granted,  the  collector  will  be 
ipstructed  to  f  efuiid  the  amount  for  said 
license.  The  Commissioner  has  also  de- 
cided that  a  person  whose  business  it  is 
simply  to  collect  money  for  the  rent  of 
real  estate  does  not  thereby  become  a 
commercial  broker  within  the  meaning  of 

■  the  excise  law.-  A  simple  bill  collector  is 
■evidently  not  embraced  in  the  words 
"purchase,  rent,  sell,"  but  it  is  for  the  as- 
sessor to  detennine,  at  each  case,  that  a 
person  who  thus  collects  lor  others  is  not 
also  engaged  in  the  other  occupation. 


The  terms  on  Avhich  a  new  loan  of  thir- 
teen  and  a  half  millions  of  doUais   has 
b.cn     awarded    are    very  encouragin«'. 
Thirtv  millions  of  dollars  were   ottered, 
nearh  all  at  rates  varying   trom   two  to 
four  per  cent,  premium  and  at  par.     Ihe 
lieavicst  bidding  was    at  three   and   tiye 
hundredths  per  cent.,  a  combination  bid 
of  a  New  York  firm  for  nearly  five  million 
ol  doU.irs  being  at  this  figure.     But  there 
were  .>!«y,i>05,OU0  bid  for  above  this  figure, 
and  the  sum  of  $3,915,500   was   divided 
among  the   ofterings  at  the  terms  ot  ihe 
coinbiiiation   bid,  all  lower  oilers   being 
whollv  rejected.     The   totjil  awarded  to 
Philadelphia  is  $2,403,350,  at  an  average 
somewhat    above     three-and-a-halt     per 
cent,   premium.       Ten    millions   of   the 
amount  taken  will  average  three-and-a- 
half  per  cent,  premium,  giving  a  bonus  to 
the   government    of   three   hundred  and 
fiftv  thousand  dollars  ;  and  the   $3,400.- 
000  remaining  may  be  reckoned  at  three 
per    cent,    premium,   making    $102,000 
inore,  or  $  152,000  in  all.     The  loan  netts 
the   government,  therefore,  nearly  !<1:j,- 

865.1100. 

This  loan  mav  be  said  to  have  re-esta- 
blished the  position  of  government  secti- 
rilics  at  a  time  when  some  timid  people 
had  begun  to  fear  that  the  public  credit 
was  seriously  shaken.     It  shows  that  of 
seven-thirtv  three  years'  bonds  there  is 
vet  room  in  the  American  market  for  at 
iea.st  fifty  millions  more  when  their  pro- 
ceeds are  needed,  at  rates  decidedly  above 
par.     Probably  thirty  millions  more  could 
be  placed  to-morrow  at  three  per  cent, 
premium,  should   it  be  desired.     Under 
such  circumstances  the  treasurj-  need  not 
get  in  a  fright,  nor  is  it  likely  that  panic 
makers,  who  wish  to  undermine  the  basis 
of  the   war,  can  make  much  headway. 
There  is  a  most  ample  supply  of  money 
within  reach  at  any  time  the  government 
desires  it,  either  on   securities  at  seven- 
thirty  per  cent,  for  three  years,  or  at  six 
per  cent,  for  twenty  years. 

No  etlbrt  has  been  made  to   stimulate 
especial  patriotism  in  the  taking  of  this 
loan.     It  was  a  regular  and  easy  business 
proceeding,  causing  no  excitement,  and 
disturbing  nobody's  nerves.      We  com- 
mend this  event  to  the  attention  of  the  va- 
rious classes  of  enemies  we  have  in  Eu- 
rope.     Nobody  has  yet  gone  abroad  for 
a  dollar  with  which  to  prosecute  this  war 
on  the  loval  side,  and  it  is  now  demon- 
strated that  nobody  will  go.      The  finan- 
cial bubble  we  are  there  reported  to  have 
blown  is  still   in  very  fair  condition,  less 
likely  to  burst  than  ever  before. 

No  European  nation  ever  did  or  ever 
can  make  war  on  a  large  scale  without 
borrowing  of  its  neighbors,  yet  we  put 
three  (quarters  of  a  million  of  men  in  the 
field,  and  maintain  a  war  far  more  gigan- 
tic than  any  two  nations  of  Europe  ever 
krew,  and  vet  we  have  not  asked  for  or 
needed  a  dollar  of  European  capital.  The 
spectacle  is  no  doubt  annoying  to  them, 
particularly  as  they  hoped  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  snub  us  in  England,  and 
to  show  the  loyal  States  that  cotton  would 
get  all  their  financial  favors.  They  may 
^nve  their  money  for  cotton  they  now  find, 
and  stand  an  excellent  chance  to  lose  the 
whole  of  it— a  prospect  that  may  well 
disturb  their  e(iuanimity. 

The  residt  of  this  last  application  for 
money  is,  under  all  the  circumstances, 
quite  as  gratifying  as  any  financial  event 
that  has  prece'ded  it.  The  credit  of  the 
government  is  reassured  in  the  most  satis- 
factory- manner,  and  it  is  shown  that  a 
large  amount  of  money  is  yet  at  the  ser- 
vice of  the  government  on 
Philadelphia  Gazette.

From  present  indications  it  would  seem 
that   all   the   burglars   and  thieves    had 
eseaped  from  a  long  confinement,  or  just 
awakened  from  a  lengthy  sleep.     Burgla- 
ries and  robberies  are  of  such  frequent 
occurrence,  and  done  with  so  much  adroit- 
ness that  a  person  scarcely  gets  over  his 
astonishment  at  an  unusually  bold  one, 
until  his  admiration  is  called  forth  by  a 
still  more  bold  and  successful  one.     It 
first  commenced  by  petty  thieving,  then 
went  on   to  burglary,  and  now  men  are 
"arroted  in  the  open  streets  ere  the  man- 
tle of  night  has  scarcely  fallen.     About  7 
o'clock,    on    Wednesday    evening,    Mr. 
George  Trevoit,  of  Chicago,  fell  into  the 
hands  of  some  villians  while  proceeding 
down  Fort  street.     He  had  observed  two 
men  walking  behind  him,  but  he  supposed 
it  was  by  accident  that  they  were  going  in 
the  same  direction.     When  near  the  cor- 
ner of  Wayne  street,  however,  they  caught 
him    from    behind,    shut    off   his    wind, 
relieved  him  of  about  $1,100  in  "green 
backs"'  and  bank  notes,  and  went  on  their 
wav  rejoicing.     About  ten  minutes  later, 
as  he  supposes,  he  found  himself  reposing 
in  the  gutter,  when  he  awoke  to  conscious- 
ness of  his  situation.     Finding  by  inquiries 
that  no  one  knew  anything  of  the  robbery, 
he  put  down  .$1,100  to  profits  and  loss, 

and  left  for  Chicago  by  the  earliest  train

Pkovidknce,  U  L,  Nov.  24. — The 
Freemans  bank  of  Bristol,  Rhode  Island, 
was  robbed  between  Saturday  and  Mon- 
day of  .$15,000  in  bills  of  various  banks, 
and  of  a  large  quantity  of  bonds,  notes 
and  other  papers.

Comproniitte. 

There  arc  those  who  still  prate  of  com 
promise  in  our  great  quarrel.  To  such 
we  commend  the  following  strong  pas- 
saiie  from  the  Westminster  Review — the 
logical  conclusion  of  a  very  able  review 
of  the  whole  question  : 

There  is  no  possible  ground  of  compromise; 
these  the  Americans  themselves  Iwvo  long  since 
exhausted.  The  principles  at  stake  have  now 
come  face  to  face ;  they  no  not  admit  of  media- 
tion. The  South  have  taken  to  the  sword,  and 
have  but  hastened  the  inevitable  doom  of  that  in- 
stitution in  whose  defense  they  have  drawn  it. 

"These  the  Americans  themselves  have 
long  since  exhausted,"  most  truly  says 
the  reviewer.  All  our  compromises, 
however  well  intended,  where  the  great 
principles  of  the  rights  of  man  ^ere  involv- 
ed, have  been  unfortunate  ;  and  now  we 
are  called  upon  to  face  the  naked  and 
tremendous  issue,  enormously  magnified 
by  these  very  compromises. 


The  Philadelphia  Press  says  that  the 
military  authorities  at  Washington  have 
determined  to  make  a  diversion  in  a  dif- 
ferent quarter  from  that  now  occupied  by 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  One  of  our 
oasv\enns  —  I  '"ost  distinguished  Generals  has  express- 
^  "      '  ed  the  opinion  that  to  take  Richmond  now 

we  must  temporarily  divert  the  enemy's 
attention  from  his  present  fortified  base 
of  operations.  No  immediate  advance 
will  be  made  on  Richmond  by  way  of 
Fredericksburg. 

After  mentioning  the  modes  of  advance 
by  way  of  York  and  James  rivers,  the 
James  suggests  a  third  by  way  of  SulFolk, 
through  Nansemond,  Isle  of  AVight, 
Southampton,  Sussex  and  Prince  George 
counties,  along  excellent  roads,  through 
a  level,  well-watered  plain,  seizing  Bland- 
ford  Heights,  overlooking  Petersburg. 
This  is  a  march  of  fifty-eight  miles.  In 
the  latter  movement  we  would  have  the 
cover  of  gunboats  in  the  James  river,  if 
needed,  and  the  privilege  of  landing  re- 
enforcements  as  high  up  as  City  Point, 
twelve  miles  below  Petersburg  and  Cog- 
gin's   Point,   fourteen  miles   below  that 

city. 

From  Petersburg  a  cavalry  expedition 
would  be  necessary  only  to  proceed  Avest 
to  Burkcsville  Junction  of  the  Tennessee 
and  Danville  railroads  ai^l  destroy  them 
both.  It  seems  to  us  that  if  Petersburg 
were  once  in  our  hands  it  would  give  us 
virtual  possession  of  the  entire  South  and 
force  General  Lee  to  fight  his  army  either 
to  extermination  or  submission,  without 
any  chance  of  retreat,  or  means  of  ob- 
taining supplies  or  reinforcements  from 
south  and  southwest. 

BURNSIDE  nELAYED  BY  WANT  OF  BRIDGDS. 

It  is  probable  that  General  Burnside's 
army  will  be  delayed  a  few   days  in  ^  the 
forward  movement  on  Richmond.     The 
railroads  and  telegraph  on  the  line  from 
this    point    to     I  rederieksburg,     which 
were     destroyed     by     the    rebels     be- 
fore they  evacuated  this  region,  will  have 
to  be  rebuilt,  and  this  Avill  consume  time. 
The  bridge  from    Falmoulh  to     Frede- 
ricksburg, across  the  Rappahannock,  and 
also  several  other  bridges  of  minor  im- 
portance, will  have  to  be  rebuilt.     How- 
ever, the  Government  ha.s  plenty  of  hands 
at  work  repairing  these  damages,  and  we 
hope  to  be   able,  in  a  day   or  two,   to 
chronicle  that  all   is  remedied,   and  that 
the  army  in  full  force  has  commenced  its 
for  march  Richmond. 

The  army  will  find  that  there  were  oth- 
er bridges  destroyed,  not  by  rebels,  near- 
er their  capital.

A  rumor  has  reached  here  all  the  way 
from  Hartford,  Connecticut,  to  the  effect 
that  at  the  deathbed  of  the  late  Col.  Sam. 
Colt,   among  those   family    friends  who 
bade   him    farewell    was  John   C.  Colt, 
whose  connection   with   the    murder    of 
Adams,  in  this  city,  many  years  ago,  fur- 
nished  material  for  one  of  the  causes  cele- 
ires  of  America.

On  the  2:d  in-t.,  I  sent  oat  a  scouting  party 
under  command  of  Scrg^mnt  Lockey,  of  Co.  F,  to 
explore  tlie  region  of  country  about  the  Kandi- 
yohi Laker,.  Sergeant  Lockey  has  this  day  re- 
turned, and  reports  as  follows : 

After  traveling  \ritli  his  party  two  days,  he 
encaini>ed  at  Lake  f::ii2.abeth,  about  liOy  miles 
from  tills  post,  and  on  tiic  following  morning 
took  the  road  towards  Kandiyohi  Lake,  thence 
to  several  other  small  lake«,  making  a  circuit  of 
some  thirty  miles,  tlirough  woods  .lud  swamps, 
back  to  his  enc.'vrapiiK'nt.

and  some  oats.  'Nowhit^?person  had  iK-en  known 
to  pass  through  or  near  this  section  since  the 
Indian  ontbriak. 

.Serge;int  Loekey  reports  that  on  their  way  bad; 
tbcy  met  sever.d  iiti^ens  going  to  loo'.i  after  tlnir 
cattle  and  projirty,  they  having  heard  of  this 
scouting  party,  and  being  d-ferred  heretofore  by 
the  reports  of  Indinns  around  tliose  L.i'.:es.

Th" 
reports  also  of  murders  In  that  direction  may  be 
cofiu5iiiar«d  as  without  tiia  I'^ast  foundation.

Wherever  this  tragical  story  has  gone 
throughout  the  nation,  it  has  elicited  a 
practical  response  of  charitable  sympa- 
thy, which  has  gone  far  to  mitigate  the 
sutferinas  and  wants  of  the  thousands  on 
whose  homes  that  sad  blow  fell.  But  we 
have  had  nothing  so  kindly  and  generous 
as  this  ;  nothing  so  timely  and  to  the  pur- 
pose. There  is  a  Christ-like  and  thought- 
ful pity  in  this  voice  which  comes  up  from 
the  deep  heart  of  a  woman  in  a  distant 
city,  a  thousand  miles  away,  for  a  class 
whom  It  is  the  blessed  function  of  woman 
to  think  of  and  care  for,  first  of  all,  and 
which  says  to  the  desolate  homes  on  our 
border,  as  Christ  said  : 
•'  Suffer  your  little  children  to  eomo  unto  me."

BOftTOai  PHKIiATTTHmOPY. 

There  is  no  doat>t  that  the  fkcts  are  subtan'ial- 
ly  true  conceruiiig  the  300  Sioux  ludiauH  which 
G^n.  I'ope  has  sentenced  to  death.  The  Presi- 
dent han  had  an  interview  with  the  Commisiiion- 
er  of  Indian  Affairs  at  Washington,  wliich  has 
resulted  iu  his  sending  3Ir.  Usiier  out  to  Minne- 
sota to  see  about  the  matter.  The  Minnosotians 
are  vo  eur«g<Ml  at  these  Indians  ou  accouut  of 
the  unparulleUil  atrocity  of  their  murderi,  that 
they  iiiriit  ou  hanijing  them.  The  President  has 
prettv  well  determined  that  only  the  ringleaders 
should  be  executed. 

We  most  earnestly  hope  that  the  massacre  of 
even  these  will  not  proceed.  If  ever  the  spirit 
of  the  age,  which  recognises  that  punichnwnt 
th<tt  u  vTndictiit  and  not  disciplinary  »i  duihoh- 
cal,  to  attert  U*el/,  it  U  in  this  case.  These  sav- 
ages cannot  be  justiv  judged  by  the  standard  of  a 
civilization  they  do  not  tiijoy .  W»'  trust  that  the 
strongest  religious  and  humane  inlluences  will 
withstand  the  very  natural  pressure  from  Minnes- 
ota, and  that  something  better  tlwn  answering 
barbarism  with  barbarism  will  be  done  iu  the 
premises — Boston  Cowmonteealth. 

DouH  they  kang  people  for  murder  in 
Boston,  Mr.  Commonwealth  ?  Yes,  but 
that  is  "disciplinary,"  says  the  Common- 
wealth, and  you  Minnesotians,  barbarians 
that  you  are,  insist  on  hanging  people 
only  on  account  of  the  unparalleled 
atrocity  of  their  murders" — and  that. — oh, 
that  is  horrible,  says  the  Commonwealth, 
it  is  "vindictive,"  it  is  "diabolical." 

Is  life  less  sacred  in  Minnesota  than  in 
Massachusetts  ?  Is  murder  a  crime  there 
and  here  a  pastime  ?  Yes,  but  these  people 
are  savages,  says  the  Commonwealth, 
and  "savages  cannot  be  justly  judged  by 
the  standard  of  a  civilization  they  do  not 
enjoy," — ergo,  hanging  is  too  refined  and 
civilized  and  Christian  a  punishment  for 
an  Indian. 

What  then  ?  Does  the  Commonwealth 
want  them  judged  by  the  standards  with 
which  they  are  more  familiar  ? 

Does  it  want  them  surrounded — the  guilty 
and  innocent,  men,  women  and  children 
together,  and  massacred  in  ambush  ?  for 
that  is  their  way  of  doing  these  things. 
Does  it  want  their  throats  cut,  and  their 
bodies  hacked  and  chipped  into  mince- 
meat, and  the  scalps  of  the  slain  flaunted 
in  the  ftces  of  the  dying  as  the  bloody 
ensign  and  trophy  of  this  triumph  of  bar- 
barous vengeance  ?  For  that  is  some- 
thing they  can  understand — that  is  what 
they  have  been  doing  to  us. 

Oh,  no,  no,  shrieks  this  Boston  philan- 
thropist, by  no  means.  If  the  poor, 
dear,  fascinating,  romantic,  picturesque 
Indians  will  do  these  odd  things,  why,  we 
suppose  we  must  indulge  the  interesting 
creatures.  It  would  be  so  cruel  to  interfere 
with  their  established  customs ;  but  recol- 
lect that  you  are  only  white  men  and  wo- 
ruci  out  there  in  Minnesota,  and  if  these 
charming  savages  choose  to  cut  your 
throats,  in  accordance  with  the  ancient, 
unique,  and  poetical  customs  of  their  tribe, 
you  must  take  a  "  religious  and  humane" 
view  of  the  thing,  and  allow  your  throats 
to  be  cut  ad  libitum,  and  console  your- 
selves with  the  reflection  that  your  mur- 
derers are  poor,  benighted  savages. 

All  this  is  very  pretty  and  philanthrop- 
ic, doubtless.     But  we  prefer  at  present 
out  here  to  have  the  disposal  of  our  own 
throats.     And  we  are  ignorant  enough — 
we  barbarians  —to   suppose   that   if  it   is 
necessary  to  the  security  of  life  in  a  civil- 
ized community  like  Boston  that  an  edu- 
cated criminal  like  Webster,    who  might 
have  been  reformed  by  judicious  applian- 
ces, should  be  hung  by  the  neck  till  he 
was  dead,  to  deter  other  citizens  of  that 
enlightened   hub  from  like  crimes,  it  is  of 
infinitely  greater  importance  to  the  secu- 
rity of  life  and   property  on  our  frontier 
that  the  extreme  penalty  which  our  laws 
affix  to  murder  should  fall  upon  this  gang 
of  savage  assassins,  who  are  inaccessible 
to  any  sentiment  but  the  brutal  one  of 
fear.     Moral  suasion  and  the  "  spirit  of 
the  age"  are  nice  philanthropic  expedients 
which  it  will  perhaps  do  to  try  on  Boston 
criminals.       But  we  have  some  twenty 
thousand  savages  in  and  near  this  State 
who  know  no   restraint  upon  their  wild 
passions  but  the   single   one    of  fear. 
They  have  not  the   most  remote  concep- 
tion of  the  "standards  of  Boston  civiliza- 
tion," but  they  can  understand,  and  we 
barbarians  are  determined  that  they  shall 
understand,  by  a  lesson  which  shall  ring 
in  their  ears  to  the   latest  generation  of 
them  all,  that  death,  swift,  relentless  and 
terrible,  is  the  inevitable  punishment  of 
murder,  and  that  they  had  better  have 
not  been  bom  than  lift  a  hostile  hand 
against  a  citizen  of  Minnesota,  in  all  time

— The  ordnance  report  at  the  Navy 
Department  will  show  that  we  have  guns 
capable  of  destroying  any  iron  clads  of 
European  powers. 

— Our  exports,  exclusive  of  gold, 
during  the  last  fiscal  year,  shows  a  deficit 
as  compared  with  1860,  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty-four  millions  less  than  in- 1861. 
The  real  increase  of  exports  is  over 
sixty-two  millions,  showing  well  for  a 
country  engaged  in   civil  war. 

— It  is  rumored  that  Secretary  Chaso 
will  suggest  to  Congress,  either  in  his 
report  or  subsequently,  to  empower  him 
to  issue  more  7  30s,  and  perhaps,  also, 
more  legal  tender  notes. 

— The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Rev- 
enue says  he  shall  not  make  any  full  re- 
port to  Congress  until  January.  He  Avill 
however  give  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, certain  statistics  and  estimates.  His 
estimate  of  receipts  under  the  tax  law  is 
less  than  those  published  in  the  papers. 
He  thinks  $200,000,000  too  large  an  esti- 
mate. The  Commissioner  has  decided 
that  a  person  who  pays  employees  in  a 
Post-olBce,  is  a  disburdng  officer,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  tax  law. 
— The  oldest  piece  of  furniture  is  the  mul- 
tiplication "  table."  It  was  constructed 
more  than  two  thousand  years  ago,  and 
is  as  good  as  new. 

—The  President  of  the  United  States 
late'y  remarked  to  a  friend  that,  though 
some  of  the  results  of  the  November  elec- 
tions were  unexpectedly  adverse,  he 
would  not,  as  a  whole,  reverse  them — 
that  he  considered  the  emancipation  tri- 
umph in  Missouri  of  more  enduring  con- 
sequence than  the  Republican  defeats  in 
Illinois,  Ohio  and  New  York. 

— The  President's  Message  substan- 
tially completed  is  not  much  longer  than 
Lincoln's  former  messages.  It  treats  the 
Proclamation  as  an  accomplished  fact, 
suggests  various  legislation  necessarj' 
previous  to  January  1st,  to  carry  it  into 
effect.  Other  legislation  is  also  recom- 
mended. 

— Dr.  ThompsoD,  Bishop  of  Glouces- 
ter and  Bristol,  has  been  appointed  Arch- 
bishop of  York — the  late  Archbishop  of 
York  having  previously  been  appointed 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  The  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  Thompson  excites  remark  as 
he  was  one  of  the  youngest  bishops,  and 
only  last  year  received  his  bishopric. 
Dr.  Jeune,  of  Pembroke  College,  Ox- 
ford, is  mentioned  as  his  probable  suc- 
cessor. 

—  Gen.  J.  J.  Reynolds  i»  ordered  to 
report  at  Lexington,  Ky.,  and  is  now  on 
his  way  to  that  point. 

—  Lew  Wise,  the  rebel  spy,  who  was 
captured  in  Kentucky,  has  been  sent  to 
Vicksburg  to  be  exchanged.  He  was, 
beyond  doubt,  a  good  case  for  hanging, 
and  it  is  a  mystery  that  he  should  be  treat- 
ed as  a  soldier  captured  in  battle. 

—  Col,  Forney  thinks  Florida  will  soon 

become  a  loyal  Republican  State.     He 

says :

Wasiiixotox,    Novemljer,    24.— The 
President  has  issued  the  following  order : 

ExECUTiNi:  jMaksion,  Nov.  13,  1862. 

Ordered  by  the  President  of  the  United 

States,  that  the  Attorn<;y  General  be 
charged  with  the  superintendence  and  di- 
rection of  all  \)roceedings  to  be  had  un- 
der the  act  of  Congress  of  the  17th  of 
July,  1802,  entitled  "An  act  to  suppress 
insurrection,  punish  treaso  a  and  rebellion, 
seize  and  confiscate  the  property  of  rebehi, 
and  lor  other  purposes,'"  in  so  far  may 
concern  the  seizure,  prose<;ution  and  con- 
demnation of  the  estate,  property  and 
effects  of  rebels  and  traitors,  as  men- 
tioned and  provided  ibr  iu  the  fifth,  sixth 
and  seventh  gections  of  the  said  act  of 
Congress .  > 

And  the  Attorney-General  is  author- 
ized and  required  to  give  1 3  the  Attorneys 
and  Marshals  of  the  United  States  such 
instructions  and  directions  as  ho  may  find ' 
needful,  and  touching  all  such  seizures, 
prosecutions,  and  coademnations ;  and, 
moreover,  to  authorize  all  such  Attorneys 
and  Marshals,  whsnevty  there  may  be 
reasonable  ground  to  ft-ar  any  forcible 
resisteuce  to  the  act  in  th«  discharge  of 
their  respective  duties  in  this  behalf, 
to  call  upon  any  military  officer  in 
command  of  the  forces  of  the  United 
States  to  give  them  such  aid,  protection 
aud  support  as  may  bo  n<««ssary  to  ena- 
ble them  safely  and  efficiently  to  discharge 
their  respective  duties ;  and  all  such  com- 
manding ollicers  are  req  aired  promptly 
to  obey  such  call  and  to  render  the  nec- 
essary'liervice,  as  far  as  may  l>e  iu  their 
power,  consistently  with  their  other  du- 
ties.

DISPATCH  OF  TUE  FRENCH  MINISTER. 

Halifax,  Nov.  26.— The  following  is 
the  dispatch  of  the  French  Minister  of 
Foreign  Affairs,  addressed  to  the  Ambas- 
sadors of  France  at  London  and  St.  Pe- 
tersburg, from  the  Moniteur,  Paris,  Oct. 
30:  .  ] 

Europe  watches  with  painful  interest 
the  struggle  which  has  been  racing  more 
than  a  year  upon  the  American  Continent. 
The  hostilities  have  provoked  sacrifices 
certainly  of  a  nature  to  inspire  the  high- 
est idea  of  the  perseverance  and  energy 
of  the  two  populations,  but  this  spectacle 
which  does  so  much  honor  to  their  cour- 
age is  only  given  at  the  price  of  num- 
berless calamities  and  a  prodigious  effu- 
sion of  blood  to  these  results  of  civil  war 
which  from  the  very  first  assumed  vast 
proportions,  there  is  still  to  be  added  the 
apprehension  of  senile  war,  which  would 
be  the  culminating  point  of  so  many  ir- 
reparable disasters,  the  suffering  of  a  na- 
tion towards  which  we  have  always  pro- 
fessed a  sincere  friendship,  would  have 
sufficed  to  excite  the  sincere  solicitude  of 
the  Emperor. 

Even  had  we  ourselves  not  suffered  by 
the  counter  blow  of  these  events,  under 
the  influence  of  intimate  relations,  which 
extensive  intercourse  has  mutiplied  be- 
tween the  various  regions  of  the  globe, 
Europe  itself  has  suffered  from  the  con- 
sequences of  the  crisis,  which  has  dried 
up  one  of  the  most  fruitful  sources  of  pub- 
lic wealth,  and  which  has  become  for  the 
great  centres  of  labor,  a  cause  of  most 
sad  trial,  as  you  are  aware.  When  the 
conflict  commenced  we  held  it  our  duty 
to  observe  a  most  strict  neutrality,  in  con- 
cert with  other  maritime  powers,  and  the 
Washington  Cabinet  has  repeatedly  ac- 
knowledged the  honorable  manner  m 
which  we  adhered  to  that  li^e  of  conduct. 
The  sentiments  dictated  to  us  have  under- 
gone no  change,  but  of  a  benevolent  char- 
acter. That  neutrality,  instead  of  impos- 
ing on  tbe  powers  ithe  attitude  which 
might  resemble  indifference,  oughtrather 
to  make  them  of  service  to  the  two  par- 
tics  by  helping  them  out  of  a  position 
which  seems  to  have  no  issue.  From  the 
commencement  of  the  war  an  armed  force 
was  set  on  foot  by  the  belligerents, which, 
since  then,  has  been  almost  constantly 
kept  up..  After  so  much  bloodshed,  they 
are  now,  in  that  res[)cct,  nearly  in  the 
same  position.  Nothing  authorizes  the 
presumption  that  more  decisive  military 
operations  will  shortly  occur  according  to 
the  last  news  received  in  Europe.  The 
two  armies,  on  the  contrary,  were  in  a 
condition  that  would  not  allow  either  par- 
ty to  hope,  within  a  brief  delay  for  any 
decided  advantage  to  turn  the  balance 
and  accelerate  the  conclusion  of  a  peace.

1  have  just  learned  additional  particu- 
lars of  the  successful  scout  made  by  the 
2d  Virginia  cavalry,  under  command  of 
Col.  J.  C.  Paxton,  in  the  vicinity  of  Lew- 
isburg.  The  troops  left  Camp  Piatt,  ten 
miles  from  here,  on  Monday  last,  24th. 
From  that  time  they  marched  210  miles 
in  70  hours,  passing  over  in  the  route  four 
spurs  of  the  Gauley  Mountains.  Part  of 
the  march  was  through  a  pelting  snow 
storm. 

Col.  Paxton  came  upon  the  enemy  in 
the  vicinity  of  Franklbrt,  attacked  him 
with  vigor,  and  after  a  short  fight  defeated 
him,  capturing  two  commissioned  officers 
and  a  number  of  privates,  100  horses,  200 
or  300  stand  of  arms,  burned  his  camp, 
equipage,  all  his  stores,  and  four  wagons. 

Col.  Paxton  did  not  lose  a  man.  Maj. 
Powell  particularly  distinguished  himself. 

THE  FREDERICKSBURG  REBELS. 

Headquakteks  of  Gex.  Sumner's  Akmy,  j 
November  2S.  ) 

Ladies  from  the  North  who  were  visit- 
ing Federicksburg,  came  over  the  river 
yesterday  under  a  flag  of  truce.  After  re- 
maining near  Headquarters  all  night  un- 
der guard,  and  receiving  a  full  examina- 
tion of  their  case  they  were  this  morning 
given  passes  to  Washington.  They  rep- 
resent the  feeling  in  Fredericksburg  to  be 
of  the  most  hostile  character.  The  ladies 
especially  were  bitter  and  malignant  be- 
yond expression  upon  the  approach  of  the 
national  army.  They  organized  meet- 
ings and  appointed  committees,  who  were 
instructed  to  visit  the  rebel  commanding 
General,  and  implored  him  upon  their 
knees,  if  necessary,  not  to  surrender  the 
city.  They  preferred  having  their  dwell- 
ings burned  to  the  ground  to  having 
them  again  occupied  by  the  Northern 
troops. 

BRAGG  BEIXKOKCES  LEE. 

The  rebel  force  now  opposed  to  Gen. 
Burnside  they  represent  to  be  verj-  large, 
and  say  Bragg  has  beyond  doubt  united 
his  army  with  that  of  Gen.  Loe.  They 
state  also  that  Gen.  Jackon  will  remain  in 
the  rear  and  continue  to  menace  Wash- 
ington during  the  winter.  More  entrench- 
ments on  the  heights  of  Fredericksburg 
have  been  brought  to  light  to-day  by 
the  Sigel  corps,  a  large  number  of  which 
can  now  be  seen  with  the  aid  of  the  best 
glasses.  Very  many  of  them,  however, 
are  quite  small  and  protect  but  one  gun. 
Washington,  November  28. 

We  learn  from  the  2'imes^  special  cor- 
respondent, that  an  important  reconnois- 
sance  which  left  Falmouth  on  Thursday, 
the  20th  inst.,  towards  Port  Conway,  re- 
turned yesterday,  having  acquired  valu- 
able information. 

The  enemy  appears  in  great  force  near 
Fredericksburg,  evidently  determined, 
desperately  to  dispute  the  passage  of 
the  national  army. 

Great  amount  of  contraband  property 
and  army  supples  are  being  sent  contin- 
ually to  Richmond. 

The  Great  Battle    about  to    be 
Fought. 

New  York,  Nov.  29. 

The  army  correspondent  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Enquirer,  from  Acquia  Creek, 
says,  daily,  hourly,  and  in  fact  momenta- 
rily we  expect  to  hear  the  first  guns  fired 
that  will  inaugurate  the  first  grand  battle 
of  this  campaign,  for  it  is  in  this  vicinity 
that  not  only  almost  the  entire  rebel  army 
is  concentrated,  100,000  strong,  but  also 
the  three  grani  divisions  which  go  to 
make  up  the  grand  army  of  the  Potomac. 

A  dispatch  to  the  Philadelphia  Press 
says  that  last  ni^ht  the  indications  were 
that  Gen.  Burnside's  army  would  soon 
move,  and  that  we  arc  on  the  eve  of  one 
of  the  greatest  battles  of  modem  times.

A  large  and  appreciative  audience  as- 
sembled at  the  House  of  Hope  on  Tlianks- 
giving  day  to  participate  in  tlie  services 
and  to  hear  the  sermon,  by  the  Pastor, 
Rev.  Mr.  Noble.  The  Preacher  selected 
as  his  text,  Ile'i  11:21,  "Without  the 
shedding  of  blood  there  is  no  remission," 
from  which  he  deduces  the  general  prop- 
osition that  Blood  is  thePriceof  Redemp- 
tion ;  which  he  illustrated  and  and  en- 
forceil  with  reference,  especially,  to  our 
National  Deliverance,  in  the  present 
alarming  crisis. 

The  following  brief  abstract  will  afford 
to  those  who  had  not  the  pleasure  of  hear- 
ing tha  Discourse  some  idea  of  its  ccojie 
and  power.  The  entire  discourse  is 
worthy  of  a  more  permanent  record  in 
pamphlet  form.  Alter  the  introductory 
seri-iees,  and  the  reading  of  the  Text,  the 
Preacher  said ; 

I  have  chosen  these  words  to-day,  my 
friends,  in  pi-elercnce  to  the  ordinary 
fonnula  of  Thanksgiving,  because  they 
strike  down  at  on-e  into  the  heart  and 
secret  of  the  terrible  conllict  that  is  deso- 
lating and  drenching  the  land. 

It  has  been  a  year  of  blood — a  year  of 
blessing  and   of  plenty — abundant  har- 
vests   have  rewarded   the   labors    of  the 
husbandman — no  pestilence  has  visited  us 
— trade   has    been   good — all    industries 
commend  remunerative   prices.     But    it 
has  been  a  year  of  blood — our  common- 
wealth has   been  startled  from  its  repose 
of  peace   by  the  wild   cry  of  the   savage 
assassin — a   terrible  massacre  has  taken 
place — men,   women   and   children   have 
been  swept  away  in  the   indiscriminate 
rage  of  a    barbarous  ferocity — many  of 
those  that  rushed  to  the   defense  of  our 
borders  and  our  homes  have  been  borne 
back  to  us  on  their  shields,  and  we  have 
rewarded  them  lor  their  self-sacrifice  in 
the  only  way  in  which  the  slain  can  ever 
\u'  rew'arde'd :  we  have  given  them  hoii- 
oied  burial.     May  their  names  and  their 
memories  be  sacred  evermore  with  this 
people.     They  deserve  It — the  martyred 
heroes  of  these  Indian  battle-fields  I 

Meantime,  the  work  of  carnage  and 
death  has  been  going  steadily  on  in  the 
great  contest  which  still  rages,  desolating 
and  distracting  the  land.  Since  we  were 
last  here  to  thank  God  for  His  annual 
mercies,  Donelson,  and  Corinth,  and  Pea 
Ridge,  and  Roanoke,  and  Vicksburg,  and 


Fair  Oaks,    and  Cedar  Mountain,    and 


Perryville,  and  Bull  Run,  and  Antietam, 
and  many  other  hotly  contested  fields, 
have  trembled  under  the  thunderous  roar 
of  anf^rv  cannon  and  loud  mouthed  mus- 
ketryfand  tlrank  in  the  life  blood  of  thou- 
sands upon  thousands  of  the  noblest  and 
bravest  of  America's  sons.  Could  you 
see  the  long  line  that,  during  this  one 
year  of  v/ar,  has  gone  in  solemn  proces- 
sion to  the  grave,  you,  too,  would  say 
with  me.  It  has  been  a  year  of  bloody 

What  then?     Shall  we  despair?     No! 
Shall  we  arraign  God  as  unjust  and  cruel? 
No :     What  then  ?     There    miist    be    a 
recnrrence   to   fundamental  principles — 
without  shedding  of  blood  there  is — there 
can  be  no  rem  ission .     We  are  not  to  shrink 
from  the  contemplation  of  this  carnage, 
nor  to   withhold   ourselves,  if  need   be, 
from  participation  in  this   strife   for  the 
defence  of  Freedom,  Justice  and  Truth, 
but  to  recognize  and  accept  the  inevitable 
1  iw  which  underlies  and  controls  all  me- 
thods of  deliverance  from  sin.     Wherc- 
ever,  in  God's  universe,  there   is  trans- 
gression of  law,  blood  must  pay  the  for- 
feiture— blood  is  the  price  of  reconciliation 
and     reinstatement.       This     sacredness 
attaches  to  the  blood  no  doubt  because  of 
the  old  Hebrew  notion,  that  "the  life  of 
the  flesh  is  in  the  blood." 

Laic  Implies  penalty — the  violation  of 
law  is  the  invocation  of  peiialty.  From 
recondite  necessities  of  Divine  economy 
there  can  be  no  relaxation  of  penitive 
infliction  without  atonement,  when  offen- 
ces have  been  committed  with  Men  and 
Nations. 

Blood  must  be  the  Price  of  Restoration 
to  Dicine  Favor. 

I.  We  should  infer  as  much  from  the 
nature  of  sin  and  the  consequent  relations 
of  the  sinner  to  God,  and  moral  govern- 
ment. 'Life  is  everywhere  conditianed 
upon  conformity  of  law.  Sin  is  the  trans- 
gression of  law.  It  renders  the  sinner 
obnoxious  to  vital  forfeiture.  This,  as  I 
conceive  it.  Is  the  philosophy  of  the  atone- 
ment. If  )aw  has  been  broken,  there 
must  be  sacrifices  In  order  to  restoration. 
If  law  any  where  can  be  trifled  with  or 
dishonored  by  any  creature,  then  the 
whole  magnificent  system  of  things  must 
topple  down. 


Giandto  the  last  Napoleon,  France  has 
been  allowed  to  cast  off  allegiance  to  no 
crime  of  law,  to  make  attamment  in  no 
virtue  of  national  life,  without  tearful 
compensation  of  her  bleeding  sons. 

You  know  through  what  volcanic  up- 
heavels  and  bloody  baptisms  England  has 
found  her  way  up  to  the  rights,  and  dig- 
nities, and  securities  of  the  English  Con- 
stitution.    But  every  one  of  her  most 
preciou."  in.stitutions  has  been  either  the 
antecedent  or  consequent  of  appaling  car- 
nage.    The  cause   and  the   carnage  are 
not  always  svnchronous .     Sometimes  lib- 
erty andhum'anitv  have  inspiration  to  pen 
decrees,   having   only   a   remote  though 
most  effectual  leverage  on  tjranny,  to  the 
solemn  and  restraining  import  of  which 
lawless  aggression  and   arbitrary  rule  do 
not  wake  up  for    centuries;   and  then 
cimcs  the  tug.     The  American  Revolu- 
tion was  the  echo  of  Magna  Charta.  W  il- 
liam  the  Conqueror  alone  led  300,000  to 
the  slaughter.     That  was  but  the  begin- 
ning :  for  the  battle  of  Hastings  was  only 
thelugle-call  to  order  and  nationality ; 
only  the  emergence    from  anarchy  and 
cliaos .     Magnah  Carta  was  easily  wrested 
from  King  John  ;  but  this  licentious  and 
timid  Prince  had   grown  robust  and  defi- 
ant in    Charles;   and    that    which    was 
smothered  down  at  Runnymede  came  to 
terrific  explosion  at  Marston  Moor  and 
Nasebv.     I   need  only  remind   you  how 
our  own  revolutionary  history  illustrates 
this  severe  but  universal  truth. 
"Peace  hath  her  victories 
No  less  renowned  than  war." 

Many  bloody  contests  are   but   the  in- 
discriiiiinatc   a'nd  aimless  fury  of   mad- 
dened passion.     Sin  infatuates  ;  the  work- 
ers of  iniquity  grow  ever  more  and  more 
reluctant  to  give  up  their  unrighteousness. 
Hence   the    seeming   reluctance  of  God 
to  let  the   nations  loose    from   the  tram- 
mels of  tyranny  and   up  into  the   enjoy- 
ment of  inalienable  right  and  Divine  priy- 
Ilce  without  the  ransom  of  blood.     It  is 
not  that  God  loves  It,  but  sin  necessitates 
it.     So  It  is  burned  into  the  red  page  of 
history.     "Without  shedding  of  blood  is 
no  remission.'' 
I II .  But  we  shall  feel  that  this  necessity  de- 
sires new  emphasis  from  the  consideration 
of  the  enormity  of  this   gigantic   crime, 
which,  under  God's  providence,  has  been 
permitted  to  flame  out  into  the  ravages 
and  desolations  of  war.     If  the  least  sat 
is  obnoxious  to  the   vengeful  retribution 
of  Almighty  God,  tchat  must  we  not  ex- 
pect as  the  recompense — as  the  purchase  of 
deliverance  from  this  immeasurable  icrong 
which,  in  itsdf  involves  and  expresses  the 
consummation  of  every  wrong  which  it  has 
ever  entered  into  the  heart  of  man  to  con- 
ceive ?    Look  at  It !    It  strikes  away  all  in- 
dividual rights.      It    makes   havoc  with 
all   parental  and  conjugal  relation— de- 
grades labor — IS  a  caste   and  so  engen- 
ders tyranny,  in  both  social  and  political 
order.     It  wars  with  democracy  and  all 
republican  institutions.     Positive  despo- 
tism or  a  relentless  oligarchy  is  the  only 
form    of   government    It    will    tolerate. 
It  stands  iv  the  way  of  all  progress.     It 
pollutes  and  defiles  everything  It  touches

"  The  pillard  firmament  is  rottenness, 
And  earth's  base  built  on  stubble." 


God  must  "hate"  sin.  He  cannot 
help  declaring  that  "  every  transgression 
shall  have  just  recompense  of  reward  and 
reiterating  in  multified  form  and  force  of 
nature  and  revelation  that  "  The  wages 
of  sin  shall  be  death.''"'  Hence,  God  can 
not  withhold  infliction.  This  necessity 
inheres  in  the  very  nature  of  moral  gov- 
ernment. Calvary  is  not  merely  an  ex- 
hibition of  the  infinite  love  of  God,  but, 
a  declaration  to  the  last  emphasis  of  the 
commanding  necessity  wrought  into  the 
very  fibre  snd  tissue  of  things  that 
Blood,  the  symbol  and  substance  of  life 
must  flow  in  the  trail  of  transgression. 
*•  Christ  must  needs  have  snfTered."  With 
such  loud  voice  does  sin,  under  God''s 
economy  cr}'  lor  blood. 

II.     The  same  truth  and  necessity  crop 
out  in  the  successive  developments  of  his- 
tory.     Nations  that  have   fattened  Into 
corruption  through  wilful  persistence  in  a 
riotous  career  of  gigantic  aggression  and 
crime,  have  either  been  swept  into  obliv- 
ion, or  else,  as   the  price   of  continued 
existence  and  promotion  have  been  forced 
to  wade  through  bloody  seas.     Egypt  re- 
laxed her  iron  grip,  and   lifted  her  iron 
heel  from  the  neck  of  the  oppressed  only 
when  the  angel  of  death  had  sealed  the 
reluctant  decree  of  deliverance  with  the 
life-blood  of  her  first  born.      Nor  have 
God's  people,  dear  to  him  as  we  know 
they  must  have  been,  been  able  to  break 
away  from   the  tether  of  this   law.     The 
children  of  Israel  had  to  be  shaken  in  the 
great  seive  of  disappointment.,  defeat  and 
pain.     They  had  to  be  drawn  and  ham- 
mered  on   the  fierj-  anvil   of  suffering. 
God  permits   even  the   children   and  the 
heirs  of  promise  to  walk  into  the  Holy 
Land,  not  otherwise  than   with  maimed 
limbs   and   bleeding    feet    and    stricken 
hearts.    See  the  same  thing  in  the  growth 
of  Rome.     In  the  development  of  civili- 
zation and  especially  of  the  idea  of  unity 
in  Europe.     The  Crusades  were  a  fearful 
price  to  pay  for  such  an  acquisition,  but 
so    much    blood    was   necessary-.     Nar- 
row the     circle — consider  the  inestima- 
ble   wealth   of  vital  treasure  which   had 
to    be    expended  before  God    with    its 
fearfully    savage    and    always     restless 
hordes,  could  bu  organized  into  the  unity 
and   compactness  of   a    nation.      From 
Charlemagne   down    through    Louis  the 


Congress,  Courts,  Churches,  Literature, 
the  press,  parties,  great  organizations 
instituted  for  the  purpose  of  moral  re- 
form, social  usages,  commerce,  trade. 
It  is  the  most  insinuating  and  subtle,  in 
its  mode  of  influence  and  aggrandizement. 
A  steamboat  can  not  come  from  New 
Orleans  to  St.  Paul  without  distilling  poi- 
son at  every  puff  of  the  engine,  and  suffu- 
sing the  air  with  it.  Put  them  in  its  way, 
make  it  possible  for  them  to  be  servicea- 
ble to  its  behests,  and  see  how  quick  this 
power  will  get  the  monopoly  of  your 
hotels,  your  presses,  your  trade,  your 
politicians,  your  churches  and  whatsoever 
else  it  wants. 

While  it  is  murdering  our  sons  on  the 
battle  field,  it  still  has  power  to  triumph 
at  the  polls,  and  in  the  North  to  lead  a 
great  party  to  victory  who  keep  willing 
step  to  its  music,  and  shout  its  shibbo- 
leths. It  will  be  one  of  the  marvels  of 
history,  the  way  the  loyal  North  has 
clung]  to  this  bliting  curse  through  the 
war.  But  it  is  so  insinuating,  so  myste- 
riously potent,  it  holds  such  an  iron  grip 
on  the  national  regard  and  prejudice, 
that,  though  we  have  clear  right  in  virtue 
of  war  prerogative,  and  the  pressing  need 
of  self-defence,  to  shatter  this  iniquitous 
system  into  ten  thousand  fragments,  we 
have  said  "  don't  touch  it — don't  touch  it 

let  our  sons  die — our  fathers   and   our 

brothers — let  agony  come  to  our  hearts 
and  our  homes — let  the  proud  old  flag  be 
dishonored  and  the  nation  suffer  igno- 
mineous  death,  but  for  God's  sake  do  not 
touch  this  sacred,  this  Divine  Institution. 
Speak  no  word  which  shall  give  freedom 
to  a  scourged  and  bleeding  slave." 

Such  is  Its  intrinsic  immorality.     I  ask 
attain,  then,  as  punishment  and  as  price 
of  deliverance  from  a  crime  so  aggrava- 
ted and  immeasurable,  must  we  not  ex- 
pect that  rivers   of    blood  will   flow.   I 
mourn    over    this   terrible  necessity.     I 
count  each  man  who  falls,  as  a  murdered 
victim — Kearney,  Stevens,  and  the  rest, 
all    murdered.     But  there  is   no   escape 
from  this   great  law  which   controls  the 
universe.     We  have  sinnea  and  we  mu^t 
suffer — if  we  continue  to  sin,   we  must 
continue  to  suffer.     But  there  is  hope.    I 
like  the  outlook.     Our  annies  are  large, 
in   good   spirits,    and   magnificently   ap- 
pointed; their  faces  are  turned  in  the 
right  direction,  and,  thank  God,  they  are 
led  by  men  who  will  fight  if  they  get  a 
chance.     I  think  Burnside  and  Rosecrans 
will  have  no  conscientious  scruples  about 
winning  victories  and  harrassing  rear  and 
flank  of  the  defeated  foe.      Best  of  all, 
the  President  has  spoken — the  issue  is 
defined — peace  when  we  get  it  will  be  a 
real    peace,    and    not  a  hollow  treaty. 
America  is  to  be  redeemed  !  The  time  of 
her  deUverance  draweth  nigh.     I  see  her 
as  she  is  yet  to  be,  years  hence,  perhaps, 
and  after  much  bruising  and  rending,  but 
as   she  is  yet  to  be ;  her  government  a 
magnificent    temple,   the  grandest    ever 
reared  by  men,  because  constructed  under 
the  diirect  and  acknowledged  tuition  of 
God,  and  framed  in  all  its  parts  to  suit  the 
Divine  Idea,  its  foundation  laid  deep  and 
stronn  in  Justice,  its  courts  and  halls  all 
dedicated  to  liberty,  its  blood-cemented 
walls   impregnable   barriers   against   the 
assaults  of  tyranny — its  over-arching  roof 
a  shield  for  all  the  oppressed,   and  its 
dome  evermore  gilded  with  the  radiant

The  vigorous  cfibrts  put  forth  by  Eng- 
land to  obtain  cotton  from  her  own  colo- 
nies   have    produced    an    extraordinary 

degree  of  activity  in  India.     A  Calcutta 
letter  to  the  London  Tunes  says  : 

"  At  present  it  is  striking  to  observe 
the  way  in  which  cotton  is  pouring  into 
Calcutta.  The  jetties  on  the  Hooghly 
and  the  turucks  on  the  line  are  covered 
with  great  bags,  unscrewed,  and,  in  some 
cases,  almost  unscwn.  No  care  has  been 
shown  in  packing  it,  and  little  is  given  by 
the  railway  officials  in  the  transit.  The 
road  and  the  river  are  often  covered  with 
it — natives  as  they  pass,  and  the  birds  of 
the  air,  help  theuijielves  to  it ;  and  all 
because  there  are  no  screws inthe  interior. 
Yet,  so  largely  have  prices  risen  in  the 
interior  that  it  can  afford  to  pay  the  high 
rates  demanded  necessarily  by  the  railway 
for  cotton  so  packed.  Little  above  thirty 
hundred  weight  of  unscrewed  cottrn  can 
be  stowed  away  in  one  wagon,  and  each 
wagun  costs  from  thirty  to  thirty-five 
rupee.'',  and  at  that  sum  h.3rdly  pays. 
This  rupee  a  hundred  weight  to  transport 
cotton  Irom  A^ra  and  Allahabad  to  Cal- 
cutta is  due  solely  to  the   want  of  screws 

"The   river  ])resent3   a   similar  scene. 

Great  boats,  which  are  as  safe  as  thev  are 

unwieldy  and  unshapely,  are  borne  down 

by   the  current  on   to  Calcutta.     This  is 

the  result  of  prices  having  at  last  risin  above 

the  level  of  1859,  when  they  reached  their 

highest    point   during    the  past    twenty 

years.      Fortunately,  too,   the  rise  took 

place  about  sowing  time,  and  the  fact  that 

native   capitalists   are    eager   for  cotton 

gives  the  peojile  so  often  deluded  by  the 

tickelness  of    Manchester,    confidence  in 

the    permanence  of  the  rates.      So  long 

ago  a.s  the  close  of  July,  filly -four  shillings 

per  mauud  of  eighty  two  pounds  was  the 

rate   at   Mirzapore  and  (ihazeepore,  and 

this  is  higher  than  has  ever  been  known. 

But  the   cotton   seems   to  be  most  filthy, 

and  has   never  been  so  much  adulterated 

as   within  the  last  ten  years.     Formerly 

each  kind  of  cotton  had  its  ownpeculier 

failing,  but  now  allare  bad  alike.  Compta, 

which   had  only  seed,   is  now  weighted  ui 

addition  with  stones  and  dirt,  while  Broach 

and  DlioUera,  which  were  only  dirty,  arc 

now   as    full   of   seed  also    as    Compta. 

Worse   than  this,  ml.xing  has  been  added 

to    the  baser  kind   of    adulteration,    and 

bad  cotton  has  been  packed  with  all  the 

well-known  and  disliuctive  marks  of  what 

is  good."

The  Only  Pwtli  <o  Peace. 

From  the  Wasliiugton  Chronicle,  (Forney's.) 

At  last  all  sides  seem  to  agree  that  the 
only  path  to  peace  is  through  the  bloody 
waste  of  war.  The  strongest  alone  can 
succeed.  It  is  not  diplomacy,  but  strength 
and  the  sword,  which  can  adjust  this  stu- 
pendous problem.  The  European  na- 
tions, England  chielly,  now  see  this  thing 
as  we  present  it.  The  rebels  boldly  re- 
fuse to  accept  any  other  umpire  but  that 
oflcred  by  the  victor  on  the  battle-field  ; 
and  the  loyal  people  of  the  United  States 
having  so  much  to  lose,  and  having 
offended  the  seceders  and  traitors  so  little 
— indeed  in  no  one  wrong  that  can  ever 
be  respectably  charged,  not  to  say  de- 
cently proved — these  same  loyal  people 
will  never  consent  to  compromise  or  bar- 
ter away  any  one  of  the  franchises,  great 
or  small,  which  attach  to  a  Government 
base<l  upon  the  popular  voice,  and  for 
nearly  eighty  years  the  source  of  unend- 
ing blessings  to  all  the  hunted  races  of 
men.  There  is  therefore  a  sort  of  unani- 
mity on  this  question  among  those  directly 
interested.  The  seceding  and  adhering 
States  desire  peace,  and  finally  see  there 
is  only  one  way  to  achieve  it. 

It  is  true  that  the  aggressive  party 
would  gladly  consent  to  adjustment  on  the 
basis  of  a  recognition  of  their  treason — a 
condition  which  is  indignantly  rejected  by 
the  other  an  unofFending  party,  which,  in 
turn,  oflers  as  its  preliminary  to  peace, 
submission  to  the  Federal  authority. 
Rather  than  this,  say  the  leaders  of  the 
rebellion,  come  pestilence  and  famine  and 
thirsty  sword.  The  day  for  describing 
the  horrors  of  disunion  has  passed.  They 
are  felt  by  all  men  in  the  horrors  of  se- 
cession, and  we  fight  against  the  first  be- 
cause we  know  they  must  be  more  fearful 
than  the  last.  If,  whether  through  the 
forcible  remedy  of  Fernando  Wood  or 
John  Van  Buren,  or  if  the  next  Presiden- 
tial election  came  off  to-morrow  instead 
of  two  years  hence,  Abraham  Lincoln 
should  be  superseded  in  the  Presidency, 
the  new  Federal  Executive  would  be  com- 
pelled to  wage  this  war  for  the  restoration 
of  the  Union  and  the  puni.shment  of  the 
rebellion  with  resistless  determination  to 
the  bitter  end.  So  that  the  path  to  peace 
and  to  a  restoration  of  the  Union  is  either 
through  (the  bloody  waste  of  war,  or  by 
means  of  that  submission  to  the  Federal 
Government  which  must  result  when  the 
Southern  people  arc  convinced  that  the 
President  is  determined  to  prosecute  it 

uncompromisingly  to  the  close.

Xbe  Itoitd  to  Ricliiuond. 

Fredericksburg,  on  the  Kappahannock, 
is  a  place  almost  as  easy  of  access  as 
Alexandria.  It  is  twelve  miles  bv  rail- 
road  from  the  landing  at  Acipiia  Creek, 
but  no  farther  than  is  really  desirable  to 
aSbrd  room  to  place  a  large  army  prepar- 
atory to  its  organization  lor  a  campaign. 
It  is  a  little  west  of  south  from  Washing- 
ton, and  pi  ecisely  north  of  Richmond.  A 
sandy  plain,  with  no  rivers  of  importance 
crossing  it,  stretched  between  Fredericks- 
burg and  Richmond,  with  a  good  railroad 
running  over  it — the  distance  just  sixty 
miles.  Xo  better  road  to  Richmond 
could  be  imagined  or  desired,  winter  or 
summer.  It  is  not  swampy ;  not  over  the 
heavy  clays  of  the  upper  countrj'  and  of 
the  })eninsula.  It  has  no  formidable  river 
banks  or  rivers  to  cross,  no  deep  cuts  or 
impenetrable  forces.  How  it  has  hap- 
pened to  be  overlooked  heretofore  passes 
comprehension,  since  Hampton  is  ninety 
miles  from  Richmond,  and  Yorktown 
seventy  miles,  while  the  landing  places  01 
the  peninsular  army  going  to  these  two 
points  are  more  than  two  hundred  miles 
from  Washington. 

At  last,  however,  we  have  found  the 
short  road  to  Richmond,  and  have  set  out 
to  go  there.  At  thirty  miles  distance,  the 
Virginia  Central  Railroad  can  be  cut  a 
few  miles  above  its  junction  with  the 
Richmond  and  Fredericksburg.  A  squad- 
ron of  cavalry,  visited  this  T'lace,  Beaver 
Dam,  in  the  early  part  of  the  campaign 
of  Gen.  Pope,  and  proved  the  feasibility 
of  riding  there  in  less  than  a  day  from 
Fredericksburg.  As  the  rebel  army  must 
take  that  railroad  in  order  to  get  to  Rich- 
mond before  we  do,  there  is  a  probability 
that  there  will  be  a  sharp  contest  for  the 
possession  of  the  junction  of  the  two 
roads  to  begin  with.  This  is  an  impor- 
tant point  to  us  as  well  as  to  them,  and  it 
should,  at  least,  be  shown  to  be  danger- 
ous for  the  rebel  infantry  to  pass  over 
that  route.  There  may  be  an  army  o 
rebels  hurried  forward  to  dispute  our 
passage  of  the  North  iVnna  river,  the 
only  considerable  stream  on  this  Rich- 
mond road,  but  the  country  there  is  not 
fiivorable  to  any  considerable  stand  such 
as  they  made  at  Antietam,  and  as  they 
seem  always  to  ^irefer.— Philadelphia 
North  American. 


1kre«<eBlBg:  Isdiian  Troables. 

Late  information  firom  Minnesota  as- 
sures us  that  the  Indian  troubles  are  not 
over,  and  that  residents  on  the  frontier 
live  in  constant  apprehension  of  a  repeti- 
tion of  the  horrible  maf  sacres  which  were 
not  exceeded  in  atrocity  by  any  event  in 
the  history  of  the  Sepoy  rebellion  and  the 
massacre  at  Cawnpore.  Mistaken  clem- 
ency on  the  part  of  the  Government,  at 
this  juncture,  will  inevitably  lead  to  a 
greater  effusion  of  blood  and  a  renewal 
of  the  revolt  on  a  more  extended  scale. 

The  disposition  of  the  Indians  along 
the  entire  frontier  is  indicative  of  serious 
trouble.  They  are  restless,  roving,  dep- 
redating, and  whenever  an  opportunity 
offei-s,  indulge  their  hatred  of  the  whites, 
by  the  wanton  destruction  of  property 
and  the  assassination  of  unarmed  settlers 
and  emigrants.  Nothing  but  severe 
measures  and  the  presence  of  a  consid 
erable  force  will  prevent  the  inauguration 
of  an  Indian  war  of  greater  magnitude 
than  any  which  the  Government  has 
presented  since  the  da)8  of  Black  Hawk. 

Mr.  M.  J.  Ragan,  of  Omaha  City,  Ne- 
braska, who  has  recently  traversed  the 
overland  route  via  S.alt  Lake  Ci'y  to  Cah- 
fornia,  says  that  his  train  was  followed 
for  seven  hundred  miles  by  bands  of  hos- 
tile Indians,  who  constantly  harrassed 
him,  and  made  the  trip  one  of  extreme 
excitement  and  peril.  During  the  past 
seasoa  these  Indians  have  committed 
every  conceivable  outrage  on  the  emi- 
grants to  California,  Oregon  and  Salmon 
River,  hundreds  of  whom  have  been  mas- 
sacred. It  is  his  opinion  that,  unless 
Government  makes  tipecial  efforts  to 
check  these  outrages  and  punish  their 
perpetrators.  overlan<l  emigration  be- 
tween the  Atlai.tic  and  Pacific  States  will 
be  altogether  cut  off. — Cincinnati  Com- 
mcrcizl,  2oth. 

China  anil  Japan— Gen.  Ward  Killed. 

From  China  we  learn  that  Mandarin 
Ward — the  American  leader  of  the  troops 
of  the  Emperor — had  been  killed  in  a  bat- 
tle with  the  rebels  near  Rungpoo. 

An  English  lady  ard  gentleman  had 
been  murdered  in  Japan,  and  intense  ex- 
citement prevailed  among  the  foreign  res- 
idents of  the  cities.
